IN THis ISSUE 


HE “YEAR of the Woman” was 

supposed to usher in a new 

kind of politician, but what it 

really brought was a new kind 
of politics that paints an ugly picture of 
gender warfare in Washington. 

The male power structure has pre- 
sented women with a damned-if-you- 
do, damned-if-you-don’t proposition. 
Women are supposed to be married, 
have children, and support their hus- 
bands’ careers. They can worry about 
public service in their spare time. 

But, as we’ve seen with Nannygate, 
that’s not enough. Women with chil- 
dren are suddenly being scrutinized 
over who tended the house and the chil- 
dren while they were out selfishly tend- 
ing to their careers. 

These questions have never been 
asked of men with children, and proba- 
bly wouldn’t be today if President 
Clinton hadn’t stepped forward and 
ordered that all of his nominees now be 
asked about their domestic help. 

On the damned-if-you-don’t side of 
the equation falls attorney-general 
nominee Janet Reno. She’s middle- 
aged, has never been married, and has 
no children. Oops! Must be a dyke. 

Of course Supreme Court Justice 
David Souter has never been married 
and has no children, but nobody has 
ever tried to make an issue out of his 
sexual orientation. 

The real danger behind this new 
breed of political maneuvering isn’t the 
dubious issues being raised. It’s the 
legitimacy those issues take on by the 
way society and press react to them. 
We have allowed these smoke screens 
to obscure the real issue of the candi- 
dates’ qualifications. 

We heard more about former attor- 
ney-general nominee Kimba Wood’s 
domestic help than we heard about her 
decision to reduce Michael Milken’s 
prison sentence to a few months in 
Club Fed. And the debate over Reno is 
stalled on “Is she or isn’t she?” — all 
but ignoring her tough law-and-order 
record in Florida. : 

Although probably well intentioned, 
Clinton’s decision to defuse the dou- 
ble-standard bomb by requiring all 
nominees to divulge their history on 
domestic help only made things worse. 
He gave credence to the xenophobes 
who want to make immigrants a scape- 
goat for the country’s troubles. 

And gay rights activists who insist 
on “outing” key public figures, whether 
or not they are really gay, play right 
into the hands of Capitol Hill homo- 
phobes who will do anything to dis- 
credit the Clinton administration in the 
wake of the gays-in-the-military flap. 

Making an issue out of Reno’s sex- 
ual orientation, I believe, works against 
the equality gays are striving for, espe- 
cially when we are working only on 
vague assumptions. 

As long as women and their sup- 
porters allow themselves to be dragged 
down into these dirty fights and pulled 
away from real issues, we will never 
truly share the power.

SF law group 
studies district- 
election suit 


OINING THE upsurge of inter- 

est in district elections for 

San Francisco, the Lawyers’ 

Committee for Urban Affairs 
is investigating the possibility of a 
lawsuit to mandate district elec- 
tions. The group is trying to deter- 
mine if there are grounds to prove 
that minority voters have been dis-" 
enfranchised by citywide supervi- 
sorial elections. 

“| want to emphasize that we are 
not sure we are going to sue,” said 
Eva Paterson, executive director of 
the Lawyers’ Committee, “We 
understand that there are political 
problems, that there is no unanimi- 
ty in the progressive community 
around district elections.” 

Ted Wang, a Lawyers’ Commit- 
tee staff attorney, said he will be 
assessing exit-poll data from last 
November’s election for evidence 
of racially polarized voting in San 
Francisco. To prove polarized vot- 
ing in court, it must be shown that 
both minority and white voters vote 
along race lines, with white voters 
consistently blocking minority vot- 
ers from electing minority candi- 
dates. 

To bring suit under the federal 
Voting Rights Act, the Lawyers’ 
Committee would also have to 
show that plaintiff minority groups 
live in geographically compact 
areas, where they could account for 
more than 50 percent of eligible 
voters in a district. It would also 
have to show that the minority 
group votes cohesively on candi- 
dates and issues, Wang said. More 
than one minority group can be 
included in the suit. 

Wang said the Lawyers’ Com- 
mittee’s goal is to empower minori- 
ty voters in the city, though “a law- 
suit may not be the vehicle” for 
doing that. 

“We would also like to work 
with other community groups on 
developing a referendum on district 
elections” for this November’s bal- 
lot, Wang said. 

The Lawyers’ Committee is also 
looking into alternative strategies 
for empowering minority voters. 
Under a “cumulative voting” plan 
like those in some other cities, for 
example, voters could cast all their 
votes in a supervisorial election for 
one candidate. 

“We want to look at election 
systems that will actually empower 
people of color and neighborhoods 
in San Francisco,” Wang said. 

He added, however, that district 
elections are probably still the pre- 
ferred option, because they would 
benefit all San Franciscans. A dis- 
trict campaign would cost far less 
than the approximately $250,000 
supervisorial candidates now spend 
in citywide elections. Candidates 
would therefore be less dependent 
on downtown businesses for large 
cash contributions. . _ 

“Tt would make supervisors 
more accountable,” Wang said, 
“and take power away from down- 
town.”

HE SAN Francisco Board 

of Supervisors is failing to 

list closed sessions on its 

meeting agendas — in 
violation of state law — on the 
advice of the City Attorney’s 
Office. 

Terry Francke, executive direc- 
tor of the California First Amend- 
ment Coalition, said the Brown 
Act, the state’s open-meetings law, 
is crystal clear on the requirement 
that local governing bodies list 
closed-door sessions on their agen- 
das. 

“Tf a closed session is not listed 
on an agenda with 72 hours 
advance notice, the board must 
make a finding, by a two-thirds 
vote, that the need to take action 
arose subsequent to posting the 
agenda,” said Francke, California’s 
premier expert on open meetings 
and public-records access. 

If the board wants to hold a 
closed session to discuss a matter 
without taking action, as occurred 
Feb. 16, the closed session must 
still appear on the agenda, or the 
discussion should be deferred to the 
next meeting, Francke said. 

“Tf there is no need to take 
immediate action, then don’t even 
discuss it,” Francke said. “It should 
be on the agenda or it shouldn’t be 
talked about.” 

The Board of Supervisors 
abruptly recessed into a closed ses- 
sion at its Feb. 16 meeting after 
board president Angela Alioto 
announced she had been told by the 
City Attorney’s Office that the 
board needed to hold a closed ses- 
sion. The matter under discussion 
was a Settlement in the case of an 
inmate who allegedly was raped at 
the San Bruno jail, Alioto said 
later. 

Assistant City Attorney Ted 
Lakey, who advises the board on 


day-to-day operations, first flatly 
told the Bay Guardian that he 
believed the board was “not 
required” to list closed sessions on 
meeting agendas. Later, he said he 
had changed his opinion, and that 
the board needed to list closed ses- 
sions only if action would be taken 
during them. But as Francke noted, 
the Brown Act requires 72 hours 
notice of closed sessions scheduled 
for discussion. 

In this reporter’s experience, 
San Francisco is probably unique in 
the Bay Area in making such an 
interpretation of the law. Nearly 
every other public body, from 
school boards to city councils, lists 
closed sessions, for both discussion 
and action, on their agendas, as pre- 
scribed by the Brown Act. 

Alioto said she was furious to 
learn that she was being misled by 
the City Attorney’s Office. 

“When we hold a closed session 
on the counsel of our attorney, I 
assume we’re acting legally,” she 
said. “If in fact we did violate the 
Brown Act, it’s outrageous, and I 
would love to lambaste that.” 

Alioto’s aide, Lester Olmstead- 
Rose, said Alioto would consider 
introducing an ordinance that 
would state that the Board of 
Supervisors would henceforward 
post all closed sessions 72 hours in 
advance, or take a vote for emer- 
gency action. Such an ordinance 
would duplicate existing state law.

Hearing delayed

PUBLIC hearing on San 
Francisco “sunshine” 
legislation may be 
delayed until April as 
city officials hammer out its word- 


ing. The landmark proposal would 
make public meetings and records 
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more open and accessible. 

The legislation, introduced Feb. 
1 by Supervisor Roberta Achten- 
berg, was assigned to the Board of 
Supervisors Rules Committee, 
chaired by Supervisor Angela 
Alioto. 

Alioto conducted a public hear- 
ing on the sunshine legislation on 
Feb. 17, but the hearing was con- 
tinued after the City Attorney’s 
Office raised legal and procedural 
questions. As a result, Achtenberg 
aide Joe van Es-Ballesteros said 
the legislation may not be ready 
for review until an April 6 meeting 
of the Rules Committee. 

“This is a major piece of legis- 
lation, and there are a lot of ques- 
tions and a lot of new things to be 
resolved,” van Es-Ballesteros said. 

The sunshine legislation fills 
gaps left by the state’s Open Meet- 
ing and Public Records acts. It 
calls for more timely notice of 
meetings by a wide range of public 
boards and commissions, and it 
makes fewer allowances for 
closed-door sessions. It also 
requires that meeting agendas be 
written in plain language instead 
of the common bureaucratic short- 
hand that can obscure items of 
public interest. 

The legislation was drafted by 
Terry Francke, executive director 
of the California First Amendment 
Coalition, at the request of the 
Northern California chapter of the 
Society of Professional Journal- 
ists. Francke said the legislation 
would be a model for cities and 
counties across the nation, and he 
has met with aides to Achtenberg 
and the City Attorney’s Office to 
help draft a final version of the 
ordinance. 

Van Es-Ballesteros said ques- 
tions raised by the City Attorney’s 
Office “can be worked out.” He 
said Achtenberg will then likely 
submit the legislation to the Board 
of Supervisors’ budget analyst and 
to city department heads “so that 
we can resolve any more problems 

earlier, rather than later, in the pro- 
cess.”

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Water board 
Stalled on 
pollution rules 


R THE FIFTH time, the Bay 

Area Regional Water Quali- 

ty Control Board failed to 

act last Wednesday on the 
problem of growing pollution of the 
Bay with toxic selenium discharged 
from oil refineries. The issue was 
again postponed when three mem- 
bers, Craig Johns, Jeptha Wade, and 
Chris Lloyd, disqualified them- 
selves from voting on the matter 
because they each own stock in at 
least one of the six refineries. As on 
previous occasions, the withdrawal 
of these three members left the 
board without a quorum. 

“That is true,” said another board 
member, Alan Friedman, about the 
repeated failure to reach a quorum. 
“It is a problem at times.” 

Environmentalists expressed 
indignation at the delays. “While the 
government has been paralyzed and 
the law has been broken, refineries 
have been increasing their discharge 
of selenium into the Bay,” said Greg 
Karras of Citizens for a Better Envi- 
ronment (CBE). The water board 
staff, he said, produced a report a 
year ago calling for a 90 percent 
reduction in selenium discharges, 
but the board has yet to act on the 
report. 

The U.S. EPA has named San 
Francisco Bay a “toxic hot spot” 
because of its high levels of seleni-. 
um, and targeted the six East Bay 
refineries as “point sources.” 
According to water board estimates, 
two refineries, Shell and Unocal, are 
responsible for 80 percent of the 
problem because they refine cheap- 
er, heavier crude oil than the others. 

A 1989 board ruling gave the 
refineries until the end of 1993 to cut 
selenium discharges in half, and for- 
bade them to increase discharges. 
But, according to CBE, water board 
figures show that selenium dis- 
charges into the Bay have increased 
from 4,000 pounds per year in 1989 
to a rate that is the equivalent of 
6,000 pounds per year. 

Dan Glaze, who is working for 
Shell Oil investigating technologies 
to lower selenium output, said Shell 
is not really increasing selenium dis- 
charges because the board’s assess- 
ment of its 1989 discharge level was 
inaccurate. (A Shell spokesperson 
quoted in October in the Contra 
Costa Times, however, acknowl- 
edged that the company was exceed- 
ing its selenium-discharge limits.) 

While environmentalists pressure 
the board for toughér action, the six 
refineries, under the aegis of the 
Western States Petroleum Associa- 
tion, are suing the state and regional 
water boards to set aside all seleni- 
um limits for the Bay. Tom Reyes, 
an engineer with Unocal’s environ- 
mental affairs department, said the 


suit “is to preserve our own legal 
options in the event that negotiations 
start to crumble.”

Sens. Feinstein, 
Boxer duck 
JOA questions 


RESIDENT Clinton’s attor- 
ey-general designate will 

soon be facing confirmation 

hearings before the U.S. 
Senate Judiciary Committee. But 
San Francisco’s two U.S. senators 
continue to refuse to say publicly 
whether they will request that the 
attorney-general designate enforce 
antitrust laws and demand answers 
to critical questions involving a pos- 
sible Hearst/Examiner buyout of the 
Chronicle in San Francisco. 

If Hearst seeks to buy out the 
moming Chronicle, as rumored, it 
would mean a loss of hundreds of 
jobs. And San Francisco would be 
left a one-newspaper town. Media 
experts are concerned that sucha 
buyout would both violate antitrust 
laws that prohibit a daily newspaper 
from buying out its competitor, and 
would also allow a daily protected 
under a government-sanctioned joint 
operating agreement (JOA) to kill its 
partner. 

During Zoé Baird’s confirmation 
hearings, Sen. Dianne Feinstein 
failed to ask pertinent questions 
regarding JOA activity, for example: 
Would Baird demand public hear- 
ings and full publisher disclosure, a 
local community impact statement, 
full opportunity for a sale of the 
troubled paper, and that all new JOA 
proceedings be conducted in full 
public spotlight? 

Feinstein’s press spokesperson, 
Bill Chandler, said our questions 
have not been considered because 
the senator does not yet have a leg- 
islative aide. And Sen. Barbara 
Boxer’s press spokesperson, Linda 
Marson, said this week she has been 
on the job only a week and did not 
receive our correspondence, which 
we then faxed to her. By press time, 
Marson had not responded. 

A date has not been set for the 
confirmation hearings of the latest 
attommey-general designate, Janet 
Reno, prosecutor for Dade County, 
Fla. 

Meanwhile, the Justice Depart- 
ment, under the Clinton administra- 
tion, continues to approve several 
monopoly publisher moves. With 
important implications for the possi- 
bility of something similar happen- 
ing in San Francisco, these moves 
include (according to two Justice 
Department press releases dated Jan. 
27, 1993): 

* Hearst’s simultaneous closure 
of the San Antonio Light and buyout 
of the Express-News, the city’s 
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competing daily. Hearst killed the 
Light, which was the weaker paper, 
and now controls San Antonio’s 
only remaining daily. 

*Gannett’s JOA newspaper 
swap, in which it acquired the mom- 
ing Honolulu Advertiser from Persis 
Corp., and sold the Honolulu Star 
Bulletin to a limited partnership 
owned by Rupert Phillips of Destin, 
Fla. 


*The recent JOA buyout in Pitts- 
burgh by Blade Communications, 
owned by William Block Sr. of 
Toledo, Ohio, which killed the 108- 
year-old afternoon paper Pittsburgh 
Press, and left the city with only the 
morning Post-Gazette. In exchange 
for letting the Press die, Block gave 
The Herald of Monterey, Calif., to 
Press owner E.W. Scripps, as well as 
acash settlement totaling $110 mil- 
lion, according to the Associated 
Press article appearing Jan. 19 
(Knoxville News-Sentinel).

*Berkeley boycotts Colorado. 
Berkeley became the sixth major 
US. city to ban official city employ- 
ee travel to Colorado Feb. 16, when 
the City Council unanimously 
endorsed a boycott proposed by 
Councilmembers Dona Spring and 
Betty Olds and Mayor Loni Han- 
cock. Official city business travel 
will be prohibited until Amendment 
2 to Article II of the Colorado state 
constitution is overturned. Amend- 
ment 2 was passed by voters last 
November and excludes gays and 
lesbians from certain civil rights 
protections. 


“Imposing financial conse- 
quences on those who would subvert 
human rights in this country is a 
direct and hopefully effective mes- 
sage of our moral outrage at their 
actions,” the resolution reads. 

Uproar over Amendment 2 has 
thus far stalled its implementation; 
federal courts are reviewing whether 
the law is constitutional.

° Agenda fees cut again. Fees for 
“subscriptions” to agendas for SF 
Board of Supervisors meetings were 
further reduced Feb. 16 when the 
full board took its final vote on the 
matter (see On Guard, 2/10/93). 
Residents may receive agendas for 
board meetings for the cost of 
postage (about $26 a year). Agendas 
for board committee meetings will 
continue to be mailed out for free. 

The approved fee schedule, 
which is in line with the low-cost 
records fees outlined in the draft San 
Francisco sunshine law, is dramati- 
cally reduced from the $120 per year 
originally proposed as a budget-bal- 
ancing measure by John Taylor, 
clerk of the board. Budget commit- 
tee agendas would have cost $70a 
year. 

The supervisors were on the 
verge of approving Taylor’s fee 
schedule when the Bay Guardian 
drew attention to the proposal, pro- 
voking protests from community 
activists that eventually persuaded 
the supervisors to reduce the 
charges.

*Public to have input in KQED 
president search. In response toa 
demand for greater public involve- 
ment, KQED Board of Directors 
chair Charlene Harvey is planning a 


public meeting as part of the search 
process for replacing outgoing presi- 
dent Tony Tiano. 

Public objections, including last 
week’s Bay Guardian editorial, 
called for the board to open up the 
search process to include public 
forums where station members, the 
public, and press could make sug- 
gestions for selecting the new presi- 
dent and defining KQED’s new 
management direction. 

“[The Bay Guardian] suggestion 
struck a bell,” said Harvey, “and it’s 
just a matter of when and where.” 
Harvey said she recently went on 
KQED TV and radio asking for 
members’ input. 

A community advisory panel will 
moderate the open forum, which 
KQED is currently in the process of 
scheduling, according to Jeannie 
Wong, KQED board secretary. In 
the next few weeks, a board search 
committee will be meeting privately 
with staff, management, and a panel 
of community advisors.

THINK I really began to understand Bill Maher one day 
about seven years ago, when he pulled a 10-inch machine 
gun clip out of a drawer in his City Hall office and tossed 
it into my lap. 

“Check out this little toy, Redmond,” he said with that 
twisted, toothy grin of his. “Walked it right through the 
front door. Guess the metal detectors downstairs aren’t 
quite up to speed.” Then he laughed, and so did I, the way 
you sometimes have to laugh at a very sick joke. The 
whole thing was so perverse: Most members of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors were understandably 
nervous about guns in their midst — an atmed colleague 
had caused quite a problem a few years back, and the 
memory was still fairly fresh. But Maher clearly relished 
the idea that he’d snuck enough bullets into his office to 
wipe out a small platoon of Marines; he thought it was 
rather amusing. 

Of course it wasn’t entirely clear why he happened to 
be carrying a machine gun clip around, or where the item 
came from, and some people might have questioned the 
legality of his prank. But Maher didn’t care: He was so 
proud of himself he couldn’t resist showing his prize to a 
reporter. 

He never asked me to keep the story confidential, 
either; I think he figured a few tantalizing hints of secret 
gun-running connections would do wonders for his bad- 
boy image. Beside, he wasn’t afraid of a little trouble: 
Bill Maher always got away with everything. 

I think that’s why he’s in sucha state of shock right 
now, why his friends say he’s badly depressed over his 
latest high-profile snafu. You see, Maher can’t believe 
that the fun is all over, that his political future is almost 
certainly shot — and that it’s entirely his own damn fault. 


IRISH LUCK 


For a tough kid who grew up on the streets of New York 
and Boston, Bill Maher has led a remarkably charmed 
life. Somehow he managed to stay out of jail long enough 
to get smart; the way he tells the story, when he finally 
graduated from petty crime to felonies, he also got lucky. 
A Massachusetts judge took a liking to Maher, and gave 
him a choice — leave the state forever, or spend time 
behind bars. He knew how to take a hint. 

By then, of course, his older brother John had built a 
drug rehabilitation program called Delancey Street into a 
minor political empire in San Francisco. John Maher was 
a local hero, with friends in all sorts of high places; when 
Bill came to town, John got him cleaned up, gave hima 
job, and got him into law school. Before he even passed 
the bar exam, Bill Maher was running for the San Fran- 
cisco school board. 

Maher loved politics — and he loved political power. 
By his second school board term, he’d forged an alliance 
with Superintendent Bob Alioto, one of the most savvy, 
brutal back-room power-brokers in modern San Francis- 
co history. “That was as good as it got,” he told me once. 
“Bob Alioto and me ran the public schools.” 

Almost everyone agreed he was good at what he did 
— but in some ways, it was all just a game. Like Alioto, 
Maher was a lot more interested in cutting deals with 
important players than in listening to ordinary people. 

One early member of the Parents Lobby remembers 
meeting with Maher in 1978, when Alioto was preparing 


to present the board with a sweeping plan to restructure 
the public schools. “The minute we sat down in his 
office,” the parent recalls, “he leaned back and put his 
feet up on his desk, so we couldn’t even see his face. 
Then he dismissed everything we said as trivial. He made 
it very clear that he didn’t have time to bother with us.” 

From the start, Maher played fast and loose with the 
tules, but nobody seemed able to touch him. Critics 
charged that he used the school-district print shop to 
make his campaign fliers, and that he drove around ina 
district car, lived in a district apartment, and never paid 
for any of it. Maher dismissed his detractors — most of 
them women — as hysterical fools, and the news media 
seemed happy to go along. Among other things, Maher 
was an expert at playing the press. 


BILLY THE BOUNCER 


For a while, Maher almost looked like a liberal. When he 
ran for supervisor in 1982, he lined up a lot of progres- 
sive support and quickly found a few high-profile issues 
to establish his credentials on the left. 

He sponsored a ballot measure banning any form of 
development that cast shadows on public parks —a nice 
environmental move that may have preserved a few 
dozen square feet of sunshine. When Cesar Chavez came 
to town, Maher sponsored an ordinance endorsing the 
grape boycott. He authored a bill outlawing random 
employee drug tests in San Francisco. 

Sometimes, Maher was probably sincere. Always, he 
was coldly calculating. With the possible exception of 
Dianne Feinstein, I don’t think I’ve ever met another 
politician who was so desperately, blindly ambitious. 
Politics was his whole life; winning was all he knew how 
to do. 

In 1985, Maher told me in considerable detail how he 
planned to get himself elected mayor, then move on to 
higher office. I truly believe he thought he’d make an 
excellent candidate for president of the United States. 

At first it was almost possible to take him seriously. 
Maher is bright, and he works hard; he’s truly interested 
in public policy and effective management. He’s a skill- 
ful negotiator, and sometimes an effective legislator. 

But he also sincerely believes that if everyone else 
would just get out of the way and let him run the govern- 
ment, we’d all be a lot better off — and ina city like San 
Francisco, that just doesn’t work. Art Agnos learned it 
the hard way; Bill Maher still doesn’t listen. 

So over the past few years, Maher has bounced around 
from the left to the center to the right, looking for a con- 
stituency that would accept him. In the meantime, he’s 
tried desperately to convince himself and the rest of us 
that he still has the Right Stuff, that he still knows how to 
get and use power. But he’s found that nobody really 
trusts him anymore — that his juice isn’t quite what it 
used to be. 

So Maher has become increasingly isolated, increas- 
ingly frustrated, and increasingly bitter. In 1991, he fool- 
ishly picked a fight with Quentin Kopp and was lucky to 
walk away with a few nasty bruises. Last fall he went 
after Terence Hallinan, and when the struggle got dirty, 
Maher got bloody. Now he seems to be taking on the 
entire world, including what’s left of his friends and 
allies. 

It’s only a matter of time before he goes down for the 
count. @

Clinton: Do the nght thing 


HE BEST ENDORSEMENT we’ ve heard of 

President Bill Clinton’s economic plan 

came from Dick Cheney. George 

Bush’s defense secretary said the plan 
sets “a course that is the exact reverse of the 
kinds of policies we have stood for in the last 12 
years.” We wouldn’t go quite that far, but we 
have to agree with almost every leading pro- 
gressive economist and political group in the 
country: Clinton’s plan is a step in the right 
direction — and these days, that’s something to 
applaud. 

The biggest problem is that so many of the 
proposals might not happen: Groups from cattle 
ranchers to logging companies to drug compa- 
nies to millionaires will fight to save the privi- 
leges the plan seeks to reduce. The other prob- 
lem with Clinton’s first step, however, is that 
it’s too small — and small, cautious steps may 
not be enough to revive the economy and deliv- 
er the benefits Clinton promises. 

Laura D’ Andrea Tyson, who chairs the 
Council of Economic Advisors, told a San Fran- 
cisco audience last week that Clinton’s econom- 
ic plan aims to correct three problems: (1) the 
lack of competitiveness of U.S. industry (which 
she attributed in large part to the federal deficit 
and the lack of private investment); (2) weak 
productivity (to be countered by public invest- 
ment in education and technology); and (3) the 
inequities of the ’80s (addressed by making 
taxes more progressive, and by social spend- 
ing). 
That’s the right list, but it’s in the wrong 

order. Deficit spending, financial deregulation, 
and the leveraged buyout craze of the 1980s did, 
indeed, undermine capital investment. A lack of 
investment by private industry did, indeed, dull 
the nation’s competitive edge. 

But the most serious, long-term and short- 
term problem undermining our economy is the 
profound and growing inequity in the distribu- 
tion of income and wealth. 

The bottom line is really pretty simple: 
When a low-income person gets more money, 
she buys new shoes for the kids; when a middle- 
class person gets more money, it goes for anew 
car, or a trip to Disneyland. When a multimil- 
lionaire becomes even richer, he invests in junk 
bonds and offshore tax shelters. Shift more of 
the wealth upward, and it creates less consumer 
spending, less domestic economic stimulus, and 
fewer new jobs. 

Here’s our version of the priorities list: 

Taxation: The most important priority of the 
new administration ought to be reversing the 
regressive taxation policies that characterized 
the Reagan and Bush years. 

Increasing the earned-income tax credit is an 
excellent example of using progressive taxation 
to promote equity. So is jacking up the top 
marginal rate on the highest-income earners. 

But Clinton’s plan should have gone farther 
on both counts. Remember, a 36 percent top rate 
is only a marginal rate; it doesn’t mean people in 
that bracket fork over a third of their income to 
the feds. They pay 36 percent only on the part 
that’s more than $140,000 a year — just on the 
141,001st dollar and up. No one will miss a 
meal, or even a movie, if the top marginal rate 
on incomes greater than $250,000 went back to 
where it was in the early 1970s — 70 percent. 

Jobs/public works/social spending: A 
nation starved for investment in people and the 
environment soaked up Clinton’s shower of 
ideas for job-creation, youth apprenticeship, aid 
to cities, Head Start, job training, infrastructure 
improvement, and the rest. But the morning 
after, the numbers forecast only a slow trickle of 
these desperately needed programs. Many, like 
jobs programs, will meet only a fraction of the 
need. Others, like full funding for Head Start, 
are still years away. 


A San Francisco group called the Campaign 
to Abolish Poverty (CAP) points out most of the 
jobs that Clinton proposes to create are summer 
jobs for youth — beneficial, but not a strategy 
for lifting families out of poverty. The group has 
launched a campaign for a $50 billion-a-year 
Federal Jobs Program to create two million pub- 
lic service jobs, with the dual benefits of stimu- 
lating the economy and doing necessary and 
long-neglected work, from environmental 
restoration to child care to affordable-housing 
construction. Stiffer taxes on the wealthy could 
pay some of the cost — but there’s bigger 
money still. 


The military budget: Clinton is moving in _ 


the right direction on this, advocating a bigger 
cut than he did during the campaign. But let’s 
face it — we could cut a lot more without touch- 
ing the country’s basic ability to defend itself. 
Do we really need so many troops in Europe 
and Japan? Do we really need four air forces? If 
the military is just a jobs program, let’s put the 
money instead into a more effective jobs pro- 
gram like the one CAP is calling for. 

What about the deficit? In any given year, 
a government deficit can be good or bad — ina 
recession, it usually stimulates the economy, 
which is why some economists have argued in 
favor of deficits at such times. The really serious 
problem is not the deficit but the debt. 

As Tyson explained, starting in 1981, we 
started running big deficits every year, piling up 
the accumulated debt. By now, three-quarters of 
the deficit goes to pay interest ou that debt, 
which is now half the size of the Gross Domes- 
tic Product. That’s the same as if you owed on 
your credit card half the amount of money you 
make ina year. If Clinton’s plan goes well, she 
said, it will cut the annual deficit in half, from 5 
to 2.5 percent of the GDP. We'll still be adding 
to the total debt — just more slowly. 

The deficit hurts by attracting capital away 
from productive investment. The debt hurts by 
taking taxpayers’ money and giving it to 
wealthy bondholders. But the debt is so big that 
a billion here and a billion there in deficit reduc- 
tion won’t change the picture. Some of the 
deficit-reduction money might be better spent 
immediately investing in the long-term eco- 
nomic health of the people, land, and industries. 

A fatal flaw? Clinton gave a clue when his 
voice trembled — not at the plight of the ill and 
poverty-stricken, but at what’s going to happen 
to his whole economic plan if health-care 
reform doesn’t work the way he hopes it will. 
The whole federal seesaw is balanced on the 
pivot of reducing health-care costs for Medicare 
and Medicaid. But even Clinton’s own advisors 
are saying that “managed competition” can’t 
really cut costs enough to pay for care for the 
uninsured. They can’t because they leave in 
place the expensive, endlessly duplicative 
bureaucracy of health-insurance companies. 
There’s only one way to cut enough costs to pay 
for universal health care: a single-payer plan 
based on the Canadian model, which cuts out 
that gigantic structure and simply pays for 
health care. The Clinton administration is burst- 
ing with those whispers, but everyone’s afraid 
to tum it into a shout. It looks like the only solu- 
tion is for the people to shout it so loud that all 
Clinton has to do is stand in front of Congress 
and lip-synch. 

In the short time since the speech, we have 
seen a progressive consensus that both applauds 
Clinton for moving in the right direction and 
pushes him to go farther. We need a bigger jobs 
program, deeper cuts in military spending, big- 
ger tax bites on the very wealthy, and real 
health-care reform: a single-payer system. 

Now is the time for progressives to mobilize 
to push for more, to help Clinton do the right 
thing.

Liberate people with disabilities

S PRESIDENT CLINTON begins to 
tackle this country’s monumental 
health-care issues, people with dis- 
abilities are pressuring him to con- 
front one of the most powerful lobbies in the 
health-care industry — nursing homes. 

Many Americans believe that the issues of 
the disabled were largely resolved in July 1990, 
when President Bush signed the Americans 
with Disabilities Act. The act mandates access 
to public transit and forbids discrimination in 
housing and employment. But these victories 
help only those disabled people who are already 
integrated into society; they ignore the 1.6 mil- 
lion more severely disabled Americans current- 
ly confined in nursing homes. 

I lived in a nursing home in San Leandro, 
Calif., for two years. Paralyzed from the neck 
down, I was at the mercy of an overworked, 
underpaid staff. When a nurse dropped me from 
a lifting device as she juggled a radio in her 
other hand, or when other nurses put shampoo 
in the eyes of comatose patients, there was no 
one to whom I could complain. As long as 
Medicare, Medicaid, and the insurance compa- 
nies paid the bills, why should the administra- 
tors and doctors who ran the facility have lis- 
tened to me? 

For years, the concerns of people like me 
have been overshadowed by those of our not- 
quite-so-disabled peers who also run most dis- 
abled organizations. But with the success of 
their drive for greater public access, the disabili- 
ty rights movement is taking up a new goal: 
self-determination — or, more accurately, liber- 
ation — for the severely disabled who are. 
forced to depend on institutional care. 

The movement signaled its shift of goals 
when ADAPT — the most militant of the dis- 
ability rights groups, which won national atten- 
tion for its bus sit-ins in the mid-’80s — 
changed its name from Americans Disabled for 
Accessible Public Transit to Americans Dis- 
abled for Attendant Programs Today. 

ADAPT wants states to offer disabled 
patients a choice between nursing-home care and 
consumer-controlled in-home care, both of 
which would be subsidized by Medicaid. This 
will require changing Title XIX of the federal 
Medicaid act, which requires that states spend 20 
percent of their Medicaid grants on nursing 
homes. Wade Blank, one of ADAPT’s founders, 
says total costs would remain the same, but since 


most people would prefer consumer-controlled- 
in-home care, the change could mean less fund- 
ing for the nursing-home industry. (When I 
gained my liberation in 1978, the tab for my in- 
home care amounted to less than one-third of 
what the nursing home had cost.) 

The key phrase in ADAPT’s campaign is 
“consumer controlled.” Many states, such as 
New York, offer in-home care, but only through 
nursing agencies. This arrangement, which 
some call an “institution without walls,” 
deprives disabled people of the power to hire 
and fire the attendants who care for them. 

Ican think of nothing more certain to deprive 
people of their dignity and freedom than to be 
told who will feed and wash them. This arrange- 
ment also soaks the taxpayers, because most of 
the money goes to the agency, not to the people 
doing the work. 

When ADAPT began to push for a national 
policy to promote in-home, consumer-con- 
trolled attendant care, activists predicted it 
would take eight to 10 years. Blank, who now 
believes the election of Bill Clinton has put the 
campaign five years ahead of schedule, credits 
two ADAPT sit-ins with capturing Clinton’s 
attention. The first, held in the Arkansas gover- 
nor’s office in December 1991, persuaded Clin- 
ton to examine his state’s health-care policy, 
whose dependence on nursing homes left little 
money for in-home care. The second demon- 
stration shut down Clinton’s San Francisco 
campaign headquarters last October, on the 
night of the final campaign debate. “We held 18 
people hostage for seven hours by blocking the 
doors,” Blank says. “To get out you’d have to 
crawl over 30 to 40 people in wheelchairs.” 

As a result of the demonstration, Clinton 
promised to appoint a task force to examine fed- 
eral policies that “create a presumption in favor 
of institutionalization over in-home care.” He 
promised to submit reform legislation on in- 
home care during his first one hundred days as 
president. 

Blank, who cautions that Clinton is “quite 
naive” about the political power of the nursing- 
home industry, is already organizing an 
ADAPT civil disobedience action to take place 
in Washington 102 days after the inauguration. 

“Politics is change by coercion,” Blank says. 
“That’s what ADAPT is.” @

Laura Andersen bends over the 
table to animate her words, but her 
breasts are fully covered by a T-shirt 
that reads FEMINISM Is THE RADICAL 
NOTION THAT WOMEN ARE PEOPLE. 

Andersen, daughter of a feminist, 
grew up reading books like Little 
Girls Can Do Anything Little Boys 
Can Do and was never very interest- 
ed in playing with Barbies. She is 
part of a booming Fourth Wave of 
ERA-era babies coming of age in 
East Bay high schools, breathing life 
back into women’s issues and femi- 
nist studies classes that the ’80s once 
left for dead. 

In the ’70s, Susan Groves initiat- 
ed and taught feminist courses at 
Berkeley High. In the ’80s, she said, 
interest and academic respect for 
women’s issues fizzled. She took a 
job as a vice principal. 

“In the ’80s we kept reading 


about the word, and how no woman 


in her right mind under the age of 25 
would call herself a feminist,” said 
Groves, who has now returned to the 
classroom. “Now they’re coming to 
my class in droves, and they’re 
bringing guys with them.” 

This year, like last, both her 
women’s literature and feminist 
issues classes are booked solid. 

“In the ’80s, as the Reagan/Bush 
Supreme Court began to chip away 
at Roe v. Wade, I think something 
happened to young women across 
the country,” Groves said. “There 
they were, with a raised conscious- 
ness inherited from their ’70s par- 
ents, out on a limb watching their 
rights disappearing. 

“It’s out of that contradiction that 
a political yeast began to form, and 
now you have a movement.” 


NOW ON CAMPUS 

By the end of 1992, the East Bay 
National Organization for Women 
(EBNOW) had received so many 
calls from teens wanting to start 
campus affiliates that the organiza-

tion decided to create an East Bay 
high school chapter to hold strategy 
meetings for all the NOW spin-off 
groups. So far, the first few meetings 
have drawn about 25 young women 
from Oakland Technical High, 
Berkeley High, El Cerrito High, and 
three private schools in Oakland: 
Bishop O’Dowd, College Preparato- 
ry, and Head Royce. 

“When I was in high school my 
priorities were boys, then home- 
work,” said EBNOW spokesperson 
Liz Schiller. “Now things are differ- 
ent. Anita Hill in October 1991 really 
set a ground swell going. Not only 
that, but high school women have 
grown up ina time when abortion is 
legal. Now all of a sudden there are 
laws starting to be made about wait- 
ing periods and parental consent, and 
young women want to do something 
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about it.” 

“Today it’s worse to be called a 
male chauvinist than a feminist,” 
said eighth grader Rachael Chodor- 
ow-Reich, who contacted EBNOW 
about starting a NOW group at Head 
Royce. 

“Women also just got sick of 
being treated sexually in high 
school,” Andersen said. “Teen boys 
pressure girls a lot, and I know a lot 
of women who have been molested 
or harassed. It’s always been a quiet 
subject until Anita Hill and then all 
these books started coming out, like 
Backlash [by Susan Faludi] and The 
Beauty Myth [by Naomi Wolf], and 
women started realizing their experi- 
ences were universal and began 
thinking, Hey! I have been harassed, 
I remember when that teacher didn’t 
call on me, or that guy whistled in the 


hall, or whatever. And we just refuse 
to be treated poorly, because if we 
don’t speak up, this stuff will extend 
to our jobs. It goes beyond high 
school.” 

“Today’s feminist really doesn’t 
need that much teaching; they are 
much farther along than we were,” 
Groves said. “Really they already 
have the tools for identifying and 
analyzing sexism and what they need 
more is someone to help them coor- 
dinate all their different ideas and 
projects.” 

Many young women said that 
until recently, feminism had skipped 
over their campuses; high school 
seemed to be the one place where it 
was still OK to pinch women’s but- 
tocks and blame it on hormones. 

Ask them what they'd like to 
accomplish in their NOW groups 





and they’ II pull out a laundry list of 
fixes for their schools. Today’s 
young feminist is more concemed 
with date rape than with finding a 
date, with sexual harassment rather 
than sexual relations, and with devel- 
oping a positive body image as 
opposed to upholding an “image.” 

“A lot of us were brought up in 
feminist households, but there’s a 
feeling that not much has changed 
since the ’70s,” said Berkeley High 
sophomore Teresa Taylor. “We’re 
the next generation. We’re seeing so 
many women getting elected, and 
now we’re ready to do something, to 
move forward.” 

For instance, Taylor said she and 
her friends are getting grants from 
women’s companies like Berkeley’s 


. Gaia Books to push a proposal for 


turing an empty classroom into a 
women’s library at Berkeley High. 
After one women’s bathroom was 
closed down for health reasons and 
another taken over by faculty, sopho- 
more Liz Bronson at El Cerrito High 
has started a drive to open more 
female rest rooms on campus. 

“Our bathroom lines are always 
longer than the men’s,” Bronson 
said. “It doesn’t make sense that they 
should take away our bathrooms 
when women are known to take 
longer in the bathroom anyway. It 
only makes an unfair situation 
worse.” 


TEEN ‘ZINE SCENE 


A typical school day for Berkeley 
High senior Heather Haxo-Phillips 
might go something like this: a 

7 a.m. crew practice at Lake Merritt, 
rushing home to change and dashing 
back to Berkeley High for a moming 
class with Groves, a lunchtime NOW 
meeting to plan for a March assem- 
bly on women’s issues, fund-raising 
for a Colorado abortion clinic 
bombed by pro-lifers, more classes, 
homework, then working into the 
wee hours retyping Zora Neale 
Hurston’s “Jelly’s Tale” and translat- 
ing Nirvana’s “Smells Like Teen 
Spirit” for the next issue of her ’zine, 
Newtin the Bottle. 

Photocopied cut-and-paste com- 
pilations of poetry, news clips, short 
stories, recipes — and teenage rant- 
ings. on sexuality, race, and the 
absurdity of life in general — ’zines 
are a popular outlet for teen feminists 
to fashion an identity and link under- 
ground enclaves of like-minded 
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MANDATORY CLASSES 

The original Midnight Basketball 
League began in Maryland in 1985. 
It has spread to 35 cities, including 
San Francisco, Marin City, Rich- 
mond, and East Palo Alto. In the 
first few weeks of 1993, East Bay 
night leagues sprang up in Oakland, 
Berkeley, and Antioch. Alameda is 
planning to have one by this sum- 
mer. 

Prior to each game, players must 
attend hour-long education sessions 
on self-esteem, HIV, 
drugs, and violence-pre- 
vention. Classes begin 
at 4 p.m., and games are 
played from 5 to 10 p.m. 
on Friday and 6 to 
11 p.m. on Saturday.

THE KEY IS TEAMWORK 


“The classes are good,” said 15- 
year-old Emando Roos, taking a 
break from dribbling drills. “The 
first one was on AIDS. We watched 
a videotape about HIV and they 
talked to us about sex and stuff. 
Most of it we know already, but it’s 
good they tell us again because we 
don’t learn some things in school.” 

The next day Roos participated in 
a class about education. For an exer- 
cise, the speakers from the Institute 
for the Advanced Study of Black 
Family Life and Culture in East 
Oakland asked ball playérs to create 
anew world from scratch. What 
seven types of people would they 
want to help start a new society? 

When hands shot up, teacher Tau 
Cavil wrote their ideas on the chalk- 
board: doctor, architect, journalist, 
church leader, auto mechanic, 
farmer, president, construction 
worker. Next question: Would you 
pick anybody for these jobs, or peo- 
ple that had gone to school to study 
their profession? 

Education got a unanimous vote. 
“Let me tell you something,” Cavil 
said. “I once had a teacher who told 
me I would never amount to any- 
thing. A teacher! You see, there are 
some people, even your own teach- 
ers, who don’t care if you get an edu- 
cation or not. So it’s up to you to edu- 
cate yourself. And you’re not only 
doing it for you, it’s to better your 
family and your people, to find a job.” 

Advice taken somewhat impa- 
tiently, the South YMCA team and 
the Young Adult Program (YAP) 
team take it to the court. On both 
teams, the 13- and 14-year-old play- 
ers have noticeably different skill 
levels, and it’s all the refs can do to 
keep ahead of the fouls. Eager play- 

ers rush the boards, trying anything

“So many of our players are ‘at 
risk’ and come from environments 
where there just isn’t enough love at 
home,” said YAP coach Kwame 
Nitoto. “They get devastated real 
easily. Instead of saying, ‘OK, I 
missed that shot,’ they’re liable to 
run off the court. We really need to 
be there as a support net, cheer for 
them when they make the basket, 
and help them try again when they 
don’t.” 

Twilite coach and Laney College — 
student James Farr said one of his 
biggest hurdles is getting players to 
trust each other and pass the ball. He 
tries to instill a team concept 
through group water and bathroom 
breaks, using the word we instead of 
you, and participating in the drills 
with his players. 

“I know some of them have the 
attitude of “Well, nobody helped 
me, so why should I give anything oie Sy eg es Se =| 
to you?’ I even had a player say, 1801 Bush St. * San Francisco 
“You’re just here to get your check.’ <a! 


But I tell them it’s more than just a 


job, it’s my way to show them there 
Oo

Farr said. 

“I know back when I was 
younger, weekend nights it was 
always, ‘Let’s go smoke a joint, or 
drink,’ and trouble comes from that. 
A lot of my players can step out 
their front doors into that kind of 
lifestyle, or they can come here.” 

Recently Farr found a player sell- 
ing dope outside the gym during 
practice. 

“T pulled him to the side and my 
best advice for him was I let him 
know it’s wrong.... But if that’s 
what you have to do, if you can’t see 
any other possibilities because I can 
show you other ways, then just be 
careful, watch out for yourself.’ ” 

Farr can’t tell if he made a lasting 
difference, but the next day the kid 
was back to play ball, and he stayed 
all night long. @

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Berkeley’s Twilite Basketball League teaches 
life lessons along with lay-ups

E’S WHAT IS known as a 
“gym rat.” After school, 
every weekend, and on 
holidays, 18-year-old 
Shaun Williams can be found at 
Berkeley’s Martin Luther King Jr. 
Youth Center, plugged into a Walk- 
man, shooting hoops, eating 
M&M’s and joking with friends, or 
earning $5 an hour passing out fliers 
for upcoming MLK Center events. 
He’s been going there for so long 
he’s built up a rep; everyone knows 
him and no one ever leaves the gym 
without rapping with him first. 

Naturally, when Berkeley 
announced plans for a 1993 night- 
time basketball league at the center, 
Williams was one of the first in line 
for jerseys. 

“T usually come here and shoot 
every night, but now they’ve got a 
league, all my friends are playing,” 
Williams said. “It’s good because 
it’s easy to get into trouble around 
here when you have nothing to do. 


It’s like a group thing, everybody’s 
doing it.” 

He’s right. Berkeley’s Twilite 
Basketball League games pull SRO 
crowds and are so popular that city 
youth commissioners are scram- 
bling for volunteer coaches to 
accommodate the 275 11- to 18- 
year-olds who signed up to play. 
Last October, when the City Council 
voted to spend $7,232 to start 
Twilite, it predicted only an eight- 
team league with about 60 players 
and a 10-week season. 

“We’ve got 22 teams now, and 
the season has been extended four 
weeks to fit all the games in,” said 
Twilite League director Phil Harper- 
Cotton. “We took everyone who 
wanted to join. We didn’t have the 
heart to say, “Sorry, kid, there’s no 
room for you,’ so we just asked 
coaches to take on two and three 
teams.” 

“Obviously, this says the kids in 
South and West Berkeley need more 
places to go at night,” said coach and 
Berkeley police officer Victor 


Brown. “Kids can’t go to the local 
parks to play ball because they have 
been taken over by older kids who 
play for money and sometimes 
drugs. It’s not safe like it was when I 
was a kid.” 

The basketball court is “neutral 
ground”: No gangs, drugs, weapons, 
or “mean-dogging” (challenging 
stares) allowed. Modeled after the 
national Midnight Basketball 
League, Berkeley’s league was 
introduced by City Councilmember 
Mary Wainwright last October. A 
month later it was listed as an alter- 
native for loitering youth in the 
Mayor’s Task Force Report on Tele- 
graph Avenue. The first game was 
played Jan. 15. So far, $1,228 has 
been collected for the program from 
outside donors. 

“Twilite is more than just basket- 
ball,” Wainwright said. “Basketball 
is the magnet. With this program 
we’re sending a message to our 
youth that we want to invest our- 
selves in their future and we care 
what happens to them.”

ASTER PROPAGANDISTS 
that they are, the Clin- 
ton administration is 
trying to make the 
debate over their economic plan turn 
ona simple question: Are you willing 
to sacrifice to reduce the deficit? 
Answering no, of course, means that 
your patriotism is under suspicion. 
But by narrowing the issue to what 
pollsters call a “forced choice” 
(choose either A or B — there is no 
CO), it obscures the nature of the sacri- 
fice and constricts debate to the nar- 


come up with something that spared 
the rich and soaked everyone else. 
But it still puts the economy through a 
fiscal wringer. Though rich folks 
would pay most of the direct costs of 
the Clinton plan, the rest of us would 
pay indirectly for years to come. 
Changes in the federal deficit are 
one of the most powerful influences 
on the level of economic activity. In 
the short term, bigger deficits speed 
growth and smaller ones retard it. The 
Reagan boom, as malignant as it was, 
would never have occurred without 
annual deficits of $200 billion and 
more. The modest economic recovery 
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income tax rate of 39.6 percent would 
still be quite low by both historical 
and international standards. In only 22 
years of the income tax’s 80-year his- 
tory has the top rate been below 40 
percent (though tax shelters meant 
that people didn’t always pay at the 
70-90 percent rates that were on the 
books from 1940 to 1980). The top 
rate in Western Europe and Japan is 
over 50 percent, and it seems not to 
have hurt their economies the way 
Wall Street pundits say a higher top 
rate would hurt ours. 

But the fairness of the tax hikes 
shouldn’t distract from the economic 
meaning of Clinton’s plan: It’s an 
austerity program. It’s about as 
humane an austerity program as a 
mainstream politician could devise; 
Wall Street, Ross Perot, or the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund would have 


the deficit, to center stage. As they 
stand now, the public investment pro- 
posals are tinier than ever. But a big 
investment plan is the only thing that 
could offset the depressive effects of 
long-term deficit reduction, and god 
knows the country is in bad need of 
rehabilitation. 

Clinton was elected by people 
who wanted an economy that would 
serve people better, not government- 
engineered stagnation. Financing the 
public investment program I envision 
— and by that I mean everything from 
high-speed trains to child care — 
would require an even deeper bite on 
the wealthy than Clinton’s liberal aus- 
terity program, but so be it. @

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Clinton's great leap forward 


Despite its problems, Clinton’s plan marks an important change in direction

RESIDENT BILL Clinton’s 

economic program, which 

he announced earlier this 

month in his State of the 
Union address, is a bold attempt to 
pull America out of its economic 
doldrums. While it contains the 
usual loopholes and loose ends, 
Clinton’s program sets two impor- 
tant precedents for solving the 
country’s ills: (1) He is making 
government part of the solution, 
and (2) budget deficits matter. 


MAKING GOVERNMENT WORK 


In his inaugural address in January 
1981, Ronald Reagan declared that 
government was part of the prob- 
lem rather than the solution. He 
pledged to remove government 
from economic life. Now Clinton 
is bringing it back — albeit chas- 
tened by a decade of conservative 
criticism. Clinton’s approach is a 
compendium of the plans, 
schemes, and proposals that liber- 
als have discussed and debated for 
two decades for making American 
industry more competitive, reduc- 
ing environmental pollution, and 
alleviating the unemployment and 
culture of poverty that afflicts 
cities and some rural areas. 

Clinton’s economic program 
targets high technology and energy 
efficiency. For instance, Clinton’s 
proposal for the Department of 
Transportation — traditionally. 
hostage to energy-inefficient autos, 
trucks, and airplanes — funds 
AMTRAK, the national passenger 
railroad that the Reagan and Bush 
administrations tried to eliminate, 
and subsidizes development of new 
high-speed trains. And the budget 
for the Department of Energy pro- 
poses funds for renewable fuels 
and eliminates money for nuclear 
reactors. 

Clinton’s social program is a 
blend of traditional liberal job sub- 
sidies and neoliberal market incen- 
tives. With an eye on the Los 
Angeles riots, Clinton proposes 
funding 700,000 summer jobs for 
teenagers. But he also pledges to 
increase the earned income tax 
credit, which provides a tax credit 
for low-income workers in order to 
both raise them out of poverty and 
encourage them to work rather than 
be on welfare. And he again sig- 
naled his commitment to devising a 
program that will limit welfare to 
two years for those able to work. 


THE DEFICIT, STUPID 

Reagan and Bush both claimed that 
they wanted to balance the budget, 
but under their leadership the 
deficit increased to the record 5.4 


percent of Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP) we have now. Mean- 
while, many liberal 
Democrats argued that 
deficits didn’t matter, or that 
they provided needed 
incentives for investment. 
The Republicans were 
wrong in practice and the 
Democrats were wrong in the- 
ory. 

Deficits may have had a ben- 
eficial effect 30 years ago, when | 
the U.S. enjoyed unchallenged 
industrial superiority. But today 
they force an increase in real 
interest rates, threaten the value 
of the-dollar, and put the United 
States in hock to foreign credi- 
tors. In addition, rising interest 
payments to wealthy creditors 
at home or abroad effects a 
transfer of wealth from the 
less well-to-do to the more. 
And deficits don’t have the 
same positive effect, either. 
They are likely to fund 
purchases of imports and 
to increase America’s 
trade deficit, particularly 
at a time when America’s 
trade rivals such as Japan 
are holding down their 
own spending and restrict- 
ing domestic demand. 

Clinton is the first presi- 
dent since Jimmy Carter to 
take the deficit seriously and to 
propose spending cuts and tax 
increases that have a chance of 
reducing it. And as a Democrat 
working with a Democratic 
Congress, he is also in a unique 
position to get his way. 

Clinton displayed prudence in 
choosing what taxes to raise. He 
proposed an increase in corporate 
tax rates and tax rates on individu- 
als making more than $100,000 
annually — measures justified as 
redressing the inequities of Rea- 
gan’s tax cuts. His energy tax 
increase would encourage energy 
efficiency. While regressive, its 
effect on lower-income citizens 
would be compensated by the 
earned income tax credit. 

Clinton also went out of his way 
to demonstrate that he was on the 
side of the average taxpayer rather 
than that of the wealthy Wall 
Streeter or corporate CEO. He 
eliminated the tax deduction com- 
panies take for executive salaries 
above $1 million. He eliminated 
subsidies for farmers who make 
more than $100,000 in non-farm 
income. He reduced the tax deduc- 
tion on business entertainment and 
increased user fees for corporate 

jets. He backed a congressional bill 
that will force all lobbyists to reg- 
ister and eliminated the tax deduc- 
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tion for lobbying expenses. 

These measures will not raise a 
lot of revenue, but they reposi- 
tioned Clinton as the champion of 
the middle class. Without these 
kinds of signals, Clinton cannot 
win popular support for raising 
taxes and cutting spending. 


SOME ROUGH SPOTS 


Clinton’s program is ahead of any- 
thing his predecessors presented, 
but it still has very serious weak- 
nesses that could eventually under- 
mine both it and his presidency. 

Like most recent budgets, Clin- 
ton’s program sounds far better in 
summary than in the details. The 
White House’s 145-page report 
provides some unpleasant surpris- 
es. In particular, many of the presi- 
dent’s most ambitious social initia- 
tives are not to be fully funded 
until his last year in office — if 
then. 

Take Clinton’s program for 
national service, which will allow 
every American to pay off his or 
her college loans by spending two 
years in public service. Clinton sin- 
gled this out for praise in his 
speech. “In the future,” he told 
Congress, “historians who got their 
education through the national ser- 

































vice will look back on 
you and thank you for giving 
America a new lease on life if you 
meet this challenge.” But this year 
Clinton is only asking for $15 mil- 
lion to run pilot programs. He also 
proposes spending $3.4 billion in 
1997 to fund it fully, but by then, 
Congress might decide that it can- 
not afford it. 

Many of Clinton’s programs are 
equally insubstantial on paper. He 
promises to fund Head Start, the 
program that offers preschool edu- 
cation for the poor, but he targets 
full funding for 1999. And some of 
his less ambitious industrial poli- 
cies disappear on paper. Most of 
the funding for high-speed rail is 
slated for 1997. 

Even his long-promised pro- 
gram for what will probably be his 
most important initiative — offer- 
ing universal health insurance — 
appears in doubt. Health care is the 
fastest rising expenditure in the 
federal budget; the fear of losing 
insurance keeps Americans on wel- 
fare and in jobs they don’t like; and 
health insurance costs are crippling 
many businesses. 

Last month, in testifying before 
Congress, Donna Shalala, Clin- 
ton’s secretary of health and 
human services, claimed that the 
administration would use the sav- 
ings from cuts in Medicare (feder- 
ally funded health insurance for 
senior citizens) and Medicaid 







(health insurance for those on wel- 
fare) to subsidize universal 
health insurance. But in his 
budget proposal, Clinton 
used these savings to 
reduce his deficit projec- 
tions. 
Clinton now faces the 
challenge of getting the 
money to fund the expansion 
of health insurance 
that he promised. 
Will he ask for more 
tax increases? Or 
will he postpone 
. universal health 
\ insurance the 
= same way he 
seems to be postponing 
national service? Clinton has 
promised to answer these ques- 
tions by May, when the task 
force, headed by Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton, submits its 
"report. 

Even Clinton’s program 
for reducing the deficit 
looks far less impressive 
on paper. Clinton’s own 
projections show the 

deficit as percentage of GDP 
dropping from 5.4 percent in 
1993 to 2.7 percent in 1997, but 
it then begins to rise to 3.1 percent 
in 1998. Budget experts have 


~ always believed, however, that the 


teal crunch will come in the last 
years of the decade rather than in 
the next four years. Clinton’s own 
figures suggest that he is simply 
staging a holding action on the 
deficit. 

Hampered by these kinds of 
ambiguities and uncertainties, Clin- 
ton’s program could get picked apart 
in Congress and end up no better 
than Bush’s initiatives. The fate of 
Clinton’s program will depend on 
whether he can mobilize his own 
party in Congress. Republicans have 
already indicated they will fight 
Clinton’s position simply because it 
proposes new taxes. The Republi- 
cans — once a party of responsible 
business opinion — have become 
tribunes for the selfish rich. 

The question will be whether 
Clinton can maintain the support of 
Southern Democratic senators like 
Sam Nunn of Georgia and John 
Breaux of Louisiana. These self- 
described moderates deserted Clin- 
ton in January when he champi- 
oned the rights of gays in the mili- 
tary, but they may heed the call of 
party and conscience when it 
comes to sticking up for Clinton’s 
economic program. Most 
Democrats understand that if Clin- 
ton fails, they fail. @

While many of the following 
locations offer walk-in service, it’s 
best to make appointments when- 
ever possible to avoid long waits, 
especially as the tax deadline nears. 

Unless otherwise noted, all sites 
listed below offer services through 
the week of April 15.

WHAT TO BRING WITH YOU: To 
streamline the process, be sure to 
take the following with you: all 
1992 W-2 and 1099 forms, and any 
record of other income; your Social 
Security number and the Social 
Security numbers of dependents;

TAX-HELP PROVIDERS: Who's to 
thank for all these free services? 
Many of the listings below are 
staffed by VITA (Volunteer Income 
Tax Assistance) counselors, trained 
by the IRS and the state Franchise 
Tax Board. Another state-spon- 
sored program, Tax Counseling for 
the Elderly, is geared for senior citi- 
zens. 

There's also Tax-Aid, comprising 
volunteer accountants and attor- 
neys offering help for low-income 
individuals.

sexual surrogacy. IPSA, the Interna- 
tional Professional Surrogates Asso- 
ciation (P.O. Box 74156, Los Ange- 
les, CA 90004), has an information 
and referral service for health-care 
professionals and for clients seeking 
a sutrogate-therapist team for thera- 
py. IPSA also provides training for 
qualified would-be surrogate part- 
nets, both female and male, who must 
have extraordinary patience and tact, 
work exceedingly hard for their 
money, and are unlikely to get rich. 


:How common a phenomenon 

is it for young women to expe- 

rience what I call “passive 
orgasms” — those produced unin- 
tentionally while riding vehicles, 
dancing, looking into a loved one’s 
eyes, sitting at a desk reading, pro- 
ducing art, etc.? I do and have 
always been able to achieve the 
necessary kinetic and psychic input 
to experience the pleasurable sen- 
sations where I am at a sort of 
plateau in terms of coming, and I 
consider myself lucky. Does having 
masturbated from an early age and 


possibly developing strong PC 
muscles have to do with this? Does 
a prolapsed cervix seem a possibili- 
ty? How many of your 24-year-old 
ex-Catholic readers have this in 
common with me? 


:I strongly doubt that any anoma- 
ly of religion or physiology, 
pse or prolapse, has any bear- 

ing on your talent. Your early mastur- 
bation history may most likely be the 
result of your particular sexuality 
rather than the cause.

via imagery (and maybe PC contrac- 
tions, too) and those from genital 
self-stimulation (1992 Archives of 
Sexual Behavior, vol. 21, pp. 121- 
133). There were 10 women studied, 
so at least you know that you are nota 
one-of-a-kind sexual unico, but a 
member of a select few numbering 11 
at the very least. 


:I’m 20 and everything’s fine 

in my life save one thing: when 

erect, my penis curves severely 
to the right. So far in dating I’ve 
steered away from sex. What it 
comes down to is I’m scared of sex 
and the rejection it might bring. It 
would help a lot if I just knew the 
truth. Will genitals like mine “fit” 
any woman’s? Am I worrying for 
nothing? Are there any treatments, 
operations, exercises, or proce- 
dures you know of that will make 
my erect penis straighter? Please, 
please say yes to as many of these 
questions as you can! 


:How about 60 to 70 percent 
yes? People of all sizes and 
hapes manage to fit pleasurably 

together. You really should be 
checked out by a urologist to make 
sure that your penis curve is a natural 
variation, rather than the product of 
injury or disease. In the first case, 
nothing need be done; in the second 
cases, your doctor will advise you. It 
might be helpful for you to take 
Polaroid photos of your erection from 
several angles with you for your ini- 
tial consultation. As for rejection: 
Some partners might be.turmed off by 
how you’re built, some immediately 
turned on (which is true of all of us). 
The majority, I’m sure, will have dif- 
ferent priorities for rating your desir- 
ability as a sex partner than the angle 
of your dangle. @

NAN AREA rich with food from 

different cultures, it’s surpris- 

ing to encounter a seemingly 

undiscovered cuisine. Kabul- 
West, a fairly new restaurant located 
on the commer of Van Ness and Lom- 
bard, provides a charming environ- 
ment in which to explore the virtues 
of Afghani cuisine. 

The interior is plush and soothing 
without being stuffy or sterile. 
Muted Middle Eastern-style music, 
cloth table coverings, candlelight, 
and Afghani artifacts create an ele- 
gant, restful atmosphere. Kabul- 
West is an ideal spot for a quiet, 
romantic dinner. 

At first glance, both the dinner 
menu and the wine list appear a bit 
pricey. On closer examination, how- 
ever, both include a range of prices 
sure to accommodate a moderate 
budget. In fact, a fine bottle of 1991 
Clos du Bois Sauvignon Blanc was 
offered for only $15. 

Reading from the list of appetiz- 
ers, you might decide to make a 
meal of these tempting small dishes. 
The first evening we chose mantu 
($3.25), steamed dumplings filled 
with chopped beef, onions, herbs, 
and spices, garnished with yogurt 
and a medley of corn, lima beans, 
green beans, and carrots. 

The second evening we began 
our meal with three appetizers and a 
bottle of 90 Vichon Chevrignon 
($17) —asteely, dry white wine 
that complemented even the sweet- 
savory lamb dish we enjoyed as an 
entrée. Our favorite appetizer was

sambosa-e-goushti ($2.95), crisp, 
deep-fried triangular pockets filled 
with a ground beef and chick-pea 
mixture scented with plenty of gar- 
lic, ground coriander, and other aro- 
matic spices. 

Aushak ($3.25) — tender, 
steamed ravioli-like dumplings 
filled with leeks and spring onions, 
and topped with a tomato-meat 
sauce, yogurt, and dried mint — was 
light but flavor-packed. The finely 
crafted dumplings were refined, del- 
icate, and unique. Four medallions _ 
of batter-dipped and deep-fried egg- 
plant ($3.25) drizzled with yogurt 
and that same delicious tomato-meat 
sauce were equally delicious and 
grease-free. A heady mixture of 
cilantro, jalapefio peppers, walnuts, 
and vinegar formed a paste-like 
sauce that added fire and flavor to 
these fine dishes. 

The first page of entrées compris- 
es mostly kabab-style dishes: chick- 
en, beef, lamb, and veal are among 
the choices. These items are also the 
most costly, ranging in price from 
$13.95 for beef to $16.95 for lamb 
or veal chops. Cubes of lamb 
(kabab-e-gousfand, $15.95), mari- 
nated and broiled on skewers and 
served with an aromatic, buttery 
mound of brown basmati rice scent- 
ed with cumin and many other 
spices, were exceedingly tender and 
flavorful. Also tender and moist, 
samaroog challaw consisted of a 
generous portion of cubed chicken 
breast sautéed with fresh mush- 
rooms, onions, green peppers, and 
tomato ($11.95), accompanied by 
rice. 

A crisp and pleasing American- 
style salad was served with our 
entrées, in addition to a plate of 
exceptionally delicious nigella and 
white poppy seed-dusted house- 
made Afghani bread. 

Lamb plays a primary role in the 
entrée section of this menu; I urge 


you to try at least one lamb dish 
when you visit Kabul. Quabbili 
pallaw ($12.95) turned out to be my 
favorite. Tender, lean chunks of 
stewed lamb were blanketed by a 
mound of that wonderful seasoned 
brown basmati rice, in this case gar- 
nished with plump raisins and strips 
of carrots. It was comforting, soul- 
ful, and well prepared. 

Several vegetarian dishes, 
offered as entrées (with rice and 
salad) or as side dishes, are an excel- 
lent addition to any meal at Kabul. I 
would order sautéed pumpkin 
($8.50) topped with yogurt and dill 
as a side dish, as it was delicious and 
tender, but too sweet and one- 
dimensional to serve as an entire 
dinner. Balanced, tender, and hint- 
ing of ginger, a side dish of stewed 
cauliflower ($2.95) was prepared 
with tomato and onions. Sabsi 
($2.95), a stew of spinach cooked 
with onions, garlic, and spices, 
reminded me a little of Indian-style 
spinach, but this version was mild 
and almost creamy in texture. 

Desserts at Kabul-West offer a 
refreshing change of pace. A 
delightful, cooling pudding made 
from milk and seasoned lightly with 
rose water and almonds ($2.95) was 
intriguing. Goush-e-feel ($3.50), a 
gigantic, deep-fried pastry the size 
of a dinner plate, dusted with ground 
cardamom, sugar, and pistachio 
nuts, is a terrific companion to the 
light pudding. 

[heartily recommend this enchant- 
ing lunch and dinner house. A relaxed 
atmosphere and delicious food make 
this a good place to go for a change- 
of-pace dining experience. @

BBN A Lusu redwood forest 50 
miles north of San Francisco 
is a loft apartment with 
natural-finish tongue-and- 

groove walls and a clerestory and 
skylights and a cream-colored car- 
pet with a Persian rug spread out 
on it, and sitting cross-legged in 
his stockinged feet on the Persian 
Tug sipping a cup of tea is Terence 
McKenna — sage, scholar, mush- 
room-eater, and prophet of the End 
of the World. 
“I thought I’d just start at the 
top and ask you what your most 
completely far-out speculation is,” 
says the interviewer, also sitting in 
stockinged feet, cross-legged, on 
the Persian rug. 
“Well,” says McKenna, his 
gaunt, bearded face rising on a 
narrow stalk out of a baggy dark 
sweater, his forehead furrowed 
with long, deep lines, his shaggy/ 
curly gray-brown hair just cover- 
ing the top of his ears, his big blue 
eyes focusing intently on some 
object in the near distance, “I 
guess the most far-out idea, which 
is actually central to my shtick, is 
this idea that even though the uni- 
verse is x-million years old, it is in 
fact under the influence of an 
attractor that is causing it to evolve 
denser and denser forms of novelty at 
ever-faster rates, leading me to conclude 
... that the entire cosmos will implode 
upon itself in a very peculiar, higher- 
dimensional way only 20 years in the 
future. 





“Tn other words, at dawn on Decem- 
ber 22, 2012 A.D., the universe will 
experience a series of accelerated leaps 
into novelty and connectedness that will 
follow each other in such rapid succes- 
sion that it will be as dramatic as ortho- 
dox science makes out the Big Bang to 








































have been.” 

Want fries with that? 

Terence McKenna was born in 1946 
and grew up in the small Colorado cat- 
tle-ranching town of Peonia. As an ado- 
lescent he read widely, and when he got 
through Aldous Huxley’s The Doors of 





Perception, something clicked 
and he talked his parents into let- 
ting him come to California for 
his last two years of high school. 
As an art history major at Berke- 
ley he roomed across the hall 
from a local musician who intro- 
duced him to pot and acid. 

Since then — basically for the 
past 25 years — he’s been taking 
epic quantities of psilocybin and 
other naturally occurring hallu- 
cinogens, digging ruins, writing 
books, thinking about UFOs and 
extraterrestrials, lecturing at 
Esalen, making cassette tapes of 
his lectures, and playing jungle 
gumshoe in the remote Amazon 
on a quest for Answers to Ques- 
tions like: Who the hell are we? 
How the hell did we get to be 
here? Why are our brains so big? 
And with brains this big, how 
come we seem to have screwed 
everything up and now stand 
gawking at the imminent demise 
of our very planet? 

Where does he get his 
answers? The mushroom speaks 
to him. He says it will speak to 
you, too. He wants you to hear it. 
He wants you to take lots of 
psychedelic drugs to prepare for 
the end of history. 

McKenna believes that our ape 
ancestors developed into humans 
by eating psilocybin mushrooms. 
The mushrooms improved their 
vision for hunting and stimulated 
them sexually so they were eating 
better and having more sex, so 
they prospered. The psilocybin 

also suppressed the typical pri- 
mate’s male-dominance behavior 
by steadily supplying them with 
“boundary dissolving” experi- 
ences. Until the same climatolog- 
ical forces that had driven our 
ancestors out of the trees in the

HEN CINEMATOGRA- 
PHERS get discussed, 
it’s usually as proper- 
ty: Spike Lee isn’t 

Emest Dickerson’s director — Emest 
Dickerson is Lee’s cinematographer. 
Greta Garbo isn’t Bill Daniels’ lead- 
ing lady — Daniels is “Garbo’s cam- 
eraman.” 

Although the time may have 
passed when cinematographers were 
traded like baseball players for their 
skills or shipped in like mail-order 
brides for directors in need of fresh- 
off-the-boat visual perspectives, it’s 
still difficult for many people to say 
the words technician and artist in the 
same breath. Which might explain 
why you can’t find many cinematog- 
raphers in the indexes of movie 
guides, much less in the title frames 
of films. 

In the documentary Visions of 
Light (presented by the American 
Film Institute with NHK/Japan 
Broadcasting Corp.), however, cine- 
matographers don’t exactly bite the 
hands that formerly fed them — 
whether those hands belong to direc- 
tors or the quirk-damaged celebrities 
who need specially designed sets to 
enhance the particularly flattering 
angle. While chuckling off the less- 
inspired elements of the film biz, they 
pay tribute to their own role models. 

Visions introduces the Castro’s 
three-week “Tribute to the Art of 
Cinematography” with a mixture of 
Hollywood/American cinema boost- 
erism and instructional viewing tips 
for a full appreciation of the two 
weeks of visual awe to follow, with 
preview/review clips of axiomatic 
works like Citizen Kane, The Con- 
formist, The Night of the Hunter, The 
Last Emperor, Rebecca, Raging Bull, 
Do the Right Thing, and The Godfa- 
ther — which will be screened in the 
Castro’s series. 

Its interviews with 27 cinematog- 


raphers (including Michael Chap- 
man, Laszlo Kovacs, Sven Nykvist, 
Vittorio Storaro, Gordon Willis, and 
Haskell Wexler) gently venture 
beneath the veil of humility most 
Directors of Photography wear to 
sketch a cinematographers’ 
archetype: underdog, outsider, arro- 
gant but frightened about being 
replaced — and inspired by a deep 
and abiding interest in technology. 

To them, narrative and dialogue 
are the accoutrements, not the sub- 
stance. Explains Emest Dickerson of 
the opening scene of Oliver Twist — 
in which a pregnant woman limps, 
alone and desperate, seemingly with- 
out having eaten in days, across the 
moors — “I was really responding to 
the lighting.” 

Sometimes the cinematographers 
appear to occupy a different reality 
altogether. Stephen Burum (The 
Untouchables) innocently asks, 
“What was that wedding picture with 
Dustin Hoffman...?” as the documen- 
tary shows clips from The Graduate. 
All the reviews, he goes on, said it 
was “fresh,” “innovative,” “excit- 
ing.” It was photographed by a 65- 
year-old man! he says joyfully, by 
way of explaining that cinematogra- 
phers, unlike most others employed 
by the movie industry, never grow 
out of their jobs. 

With hyper technology tumover, 
cinematographers are actually forced 
to retain their adolescent curiosity to 


keep up — and Visions depicts this 


love of gadgetry as an fundamental 
part of cinematographers’ visual 
artistry: We hear fog filters dispar- 
aged, particular “zooms” lovingly 
described. 

In something like a Universal Stu- 
dios tour, the audience is led from era 
to era with an overview, a few 
nuggets of technical verbiage, and 
the cinematographers’ own words of 
praise for the Magic of the Cinema. 
But even if Visions’ enthusiasm for 
its subject borders on propaganda, 
it’s poorly timed as propaganda. 
Released at a time when Hollywood 
has pretty much strained its credibili- 
ty — when the Academy itself has 
collectively spurned its own off- 
spring in the Oscar nominations 
announced last week — its sentimen- 


tal homage to American product 
actually appears less sappy than just 
plain contrary. 

Viewers who might jump on the 
anti-film industry bandwagon are 
given a primer. Images like Elgin 
Lessley/Reggie Lanning’s in The 
Cameraman — of Buster Keaton 
scrambling down three flights of 
stairs — demonstrate what flexible 
cameras could do before sound sad- 
dled them in place. 

The talking heads walk us through 
studio styles, film noir, Orson Welles’ 
own personal New Wave in Holly- 
wood, the dignified WPA-documen- 
tary look of Gregg Toland’s cine- 
matography in The Grapes of Wrath, 
the philosophical shift from black- 
and-white to color, from square to 
Panavision to the triumphant 
Lawrence of Arabia and painterly 
Picnic. We’re told and shown how 
Raging Bull copped its look from Life 
magazine’s boxing images, how 
Michael Ballhaus created the doped- 
up feeling of anxiety at GoodFellas’ 
pivotal dinner-meeting scene. And 
we’re reminded of the major figures 
in the history of cinematography: 
Gordon Willis (The Godfather films, 
Manhattan) in the *70s as well as 
those who went before him. 

Although Visions’ vision is 
sweeping in its discussion of decades 
of (ahem) “world” film, its set of his- 
torical figures starts looking a little 
clubby. It’s “Marty” when Michael 
Chapman talks about Taxi Driver, 
directed by Martin Scorsese. “Roman 
was like that,” William Fraker says 
after telling his anecdote about being 
pushed to brilliance by Roman 
Polanski’s insistent nudging. 

By the time this documentary is 
finished reclaiming, praising, 
reminding the viewer of the great 
accomplishments of the mostly 
American cinema created by mostly 
white men, it leaves a hole that evena 
few more nonwhite images could 
have filled. (Emest Dickerson’s 
opening sequence was merely a tease 
— the payoff is only a few short clips 
from Do the Right Thing.) But if the 
collective world of cinematography 
really is a club, watching Visions of 
Light gives viewers some incentive to 
joinit.® 
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ARMY OF DARKNESS 

Can really-built-but-ordinary store clerk 
Bruce Campbell get a life in the Dark 
Ages? Well, you can bet your perverted 
Monty Python that he tries, when eye- 
popping demonic forces land him in 
A.D. 1300 armed with a chain saw and 
12-gauge shotgun suitable for mas- 
sacre, plus a ‘73 Delta 88 Olds the local 
knights dub “great armor!” But the 
natives are far from friendly, and Camp- 
bell’s headed for horrible death until he 
agrees to risk dastardly demise, finding 
and bringing back a book that will save 
the knights and serfs from the deadly 
Deadites, skeletons who give new 
meaning to D day. Off goes Campbell, 
with the Age looking Darker every 
minute, as the immensely innovative, 
nonstop action’s punctuated with such 
Campbell non-Dark Ages dialogue as 
“Yo, bitch!” to a distinctly unfriendly 
female. And just when you think that 
director Sam Raimi’s run out of ideas, 
he bedazzles you with even wilder ones 
in this visual tour de force, farce, and 
fabulous fabrication. (Kabuki, SF; UA, 
Berk.; Century, Oakl.) 


HOMEWARD BOUND: THE 
INCREDIBLE JOURNEY 

At film's opening a young male voice- 
over states, “I was abandoned and 
went to jail before | was adopted.” 
“Oh, no," you think, “not another of 
those.” You're right — the voice 
belongs to an American bulldog puppy, 
voice courtesy of Michael J. Fox. He and 
his friends, a venerable golden retriever 
(voice by Don Ameche) and aptly 
named Himalayan cat Sassy (voice by 
Sally Field), are pets who've become 
separated from their human family and 
are hot-pawing their extraordinary way 
through wild and dangerous territory 
trying to find their way home. They 
experience more danger, excitement, 
savage beasts, and the harsher ele- 
ments of nature to last them a lifetime 
or, in Sassy’s case, nine, and even solve 
their owners’ problems in the process. 
Duwayne Dunham's direction’s so deft, 
so utterly devoid of the contrived or 
maudlin, and the dialogue’s so natural, 
intelligent, witty, and expertly delivered 
(Field's great!), that the audience will be 
talking about the movie all the way 
homeward bound. (Alhambra, SF; Cali- 
fornia, Berk.; Century, Oakl.) 


VOLERE VOLARE 

Loosely translated the title means “I 
want to fly,” and occasionally Maurizio 
Nichetti’s man-into-cartoon metamor- 
phosis more than lives up to it, but not 
quite often enough. Nichetti, who's 
also the shy little sound-man hero who 
dubs appropriately funny sound effects 
into Disney and Popeye cartoons, 
secretly yearns for a woman who'll end 
his loneliness. She turns out to be 
sleeps-around shopgirl Angela Finoc- 
chiaro, who allows her wacky clients to 
turn her into a fabulous cake via skin 
coatings of hot chocolate or whatever 
else their diversely perverted practices 
dictate. She and Nichetti meet, but 
nothing happens until the latter’s hands 
develop a yellow-gloved cartoon life of 
their own and lustily grab Finocchiaro’s 
breasts, buttocks, or whatever else is, 
um, at hand.

HE CURRENT uproar of he- 

men over the issue of gays 

in the military naturally has 

less to do with homosexu- 
ality, per se, than it does Homosexu- 
al Panic. ; 

While the latter may be a fairly 
new development millenia-wise, it 
has a long, semi-honorable history 
in the theater. Such seminal main- 
stream works as The Green Bay 
Tree, Tea and Sympathy and The 
Children’s Hour pivoted around a 
virtually unspeakable center — the 
hidden or falsely accused “dark 
desires” whose very suggestion 
within polite society could end 
careers and cause frail souls to bid 
life a tragic adieu. 

Butley is both apotheosis and 
transitional break from this tradition 
of closet melodrama. Coming a cou- 
ple of years after Matt Crowley’s 
The Boys in the Band — with that 
play’s superficially revisionist view 
of gay men able to expose their 
apparently inevitable pathos as they 
pleased —‘Simon Gray’s 1971 
British drama plays its hand every 
which way, just like its titular pro- 
tagonist. 

The H-word (the G one being still 
a few years off) gets bandied about 
freely. There’s even a sense of 
newly unapologetic content in some 
characters’ comfort with their own 
“different” sexuality. But the central 
figure is the old school’s final tri- 
umph — embittered, delusional, 
bitchy. There’s a willful contrariness 
to what is arguably Gray’s finest 
work. The current Chamber Theater 
production realizes that double edge 
with talons to spare. 

Ben Butley (Charles Shaw 
Robinson) is a professor in the 
English department of London Uni- 
versity whose brilliance has curdled 
into a bitterness that strikes at every- 
one within reach. The worst of his 
venom seems reserved for Joseph 
(Jon Kilcrease), a former protegé 
who shares Butley’s office, his flat, 
and his frequently withering confi- 
dence. At present, Ben has a lot 
worth snapping his stinger at. He’s 
estranged from a wife and an infant; 
and he’s in sarcastically serious 
withdrawal from all matters aca- 





demic. 

Concentrating its action into a 
solitary post-holiday morning and 
afternoon at the office, the play 
chronicles the degeneration of But- 
ley’s “creeping futility” toward its 
logical dead end. Separated spouse 
Anne (Tracy O’ Neil Heffernan) 
arrives, livid with vengeance, to lay 
out some specially ego-crippling 
news. Butley’s meddling with a 
“black sheep” student (Stephen 
Bass) is about to cause trouble with 
fellow prof Edna (Gwyneth 
Richards). And a new tutorial bur- 
den, Miss Heaseman (Kate Perry), 
shows disquieting signs of being 
able to take her assigned mentor’s 
disdain in stride. 

Still, Joseph is the real smarting 
point, enduring all Butley’s barbs 
(“My natural force plays excitingly 
with your natural submissiveness”) 
while planning his own escape. The 
arrival of his “friend” Reg (James 
Reese) spells it out in clear terms. 

The role of Butley was originated 
by Alan Bates, who repeated it ina 
film version (directed by Harold 
Pinter, himself no stranger to the 
realm of closet drama). It’s a stellar 
part, all right. Robinson — who 
gave some startling performances at 
Berkeley Shakespeare Festival a few 
years back — gives it just the right 
measure of artery-hardening vine- 
gar. 
The classic theatrical “failed het- 
erosexual,” he expunges sexual 
repression by manipulating every- 
one around him, courting the belly 
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mt ;

punch he so richly deserves (and 
enjoys). He’s willing to implicate 
all, even himself — god forbid! — 
in the popular punching-bag of 
homosexuality. But when the strate- 
gy ultimately upends only truths, 
Butley is left bereft of allies. Self- 
loathing must now be his partner for 
life. 

While Robinson carries the 
evening, as he must, most of the 
other actors in Frank Reilly’s sharp 
production rise to the occasion as 
well. Kilcrease, Perry, Richards, and 
Reese are particularly assured. 

Of course the drama is contrived 
— why didn’t these various sane 
personalities cut Butley loose long 
ago? But Butley, the play, sends one 
theatrical epoch off with an acidic 
kiss as it makes way for another. 
“Haven’t you heard of subtext? It’s a 
very fashionable thing now,” the 
protagonist snaps at his lost “boy.” 
Gray’s point is that the fashion has 
changed; Butley’s blues are already 
atelic.

An Evening with “Charlie” Chin 


‘ultimately won my unalloyed inter- 


est, if only by neutralizing in its final 
stretch the sour taste left by its initial 
two-thirds. 

Chin has a fairly illustrious histo- 
ry as a musician — he was a mem- 
ber of Cat Mother and the All-Night 
Newsboys and played the banjo solo 
on Buffalo Springfield’s “Bluebird” 
— as well as general composer, 
poet, teacher, folklorist, and scholar. 


He has a sonorous vocal delivery 
and a deft physical use of slim the- 
atrical means — utilizing the seven 
basic props his teacher Leong Chi 
Ming mastered to variegate subtly 
suggestive ends. 

But Chin tends to use his stage 
space aS a narsty podium, casting 
pearls of barely concealed sarcasm 
on his audience. At this perfor- 
mance, he shrugged off spontaneous 
applause for a song with an annoyed 
don’t-bother-me gesture. And his 
attitudes toward women and other 
Asian American minorities often 
seemed covertly hostile. 

This Evening is ostensibly a por- 
trait of his own coming-of-age as a 
Chinese American, encompassing 
the past “20 years of the Asian 
American movement.” The immi- 
gration quotas and ’60s-radicalism 
sketches Chin offers fascinate, to a 
point. We want to know more about 
this social tidal wave, where it came 
from and what it portends now. 

But Chin digresses, often with a 
bitter, self-serving edge. His first- 
person take on disillusionment with 
‘the communal lifestyle is negated by 
the eagerness with which he portrays 
feminists lunging down his throat 
for presumed political incorrecti- 
tudes. What idiots, he implies. 
Howzabout a little generosity 
toward fellow victims of prejudice? 

“My redemption was incomplete 

... [kept lapsing into feudalistic 
practices,” Chin smirks regarding 
his unreconstructed interest in 
women as sex objects. Maybe he 





ought to learn from rather than belit- 
tle his experiences. 

In an evening too casual to sug- 
gest a scripted throughline, and too 
constrained to imply wholesale 
improvisation, Chin risks falling 
through the web entirely. His stereo- 
typical glimpses of the new genera- 
tion of multinational Asian immi- 
grants seem more inflammatory than 
courtly. He does kick butt with a 
portrait of Caucasian fixation on the 
“Tonto complex,” in which the 
media-sanctioned white guys in 
charge are invariably supported by 
“an array of colorful sidekicks.” 

Chin punctuates his own loose 
narrative with endless guitar- 
strummed tunes that seem pilfered 
from the Dan Fogelberg songbook. 
They’re all pretty, saccharine, star- 
ry-night-alone-on-the-beach-bum- 
ming-"bout-chu stuff. His later 
selections are more tellingly sarcas- 
tic. “Only Chinaman in Great Falls, 
Montana” and “Noodle Connection” 
are amusingly tart commentaries on 
cross-culturalization, * 

At the last moment, Chin pulls 
his act together with a degree of 
charm and goodwill toward all mas- 
culin/feminin-kind. But one can’t 
escape the misanthropy that hangs in 
the air. 

If “Charlie” Chin honestly vented 
his cooped-up anger, we might all be 
scorched but better for the experi- 
ence. As itis, An Evening with 

“Charlie” Chin leaves both parties 
— artist and audience — ina state of 
prickly dissatisfaction. @

cretely, objectively real makes the 
Joseph Campbell/Carl Jung-type 
PBS collective unconscious: 
metaphorical speculations loom 
pteposterously lite on the hallucino- 
genic landscape. 

“Most people who think about 
psychedelics will suggest that it’s 
instant psychotherapy, or it’s instant 
access to the collective unconscious 
of Jung or something like that,” he 
says. “I think that it’s more pro- 
found than that, and that what it is, 
is literally a higher dimension, in 
the mathematical sense. When you 
leave the evolutionary constraints 
of the body and rise up into this 
superspace, then you actually can 
see a certain amount of the future 
and a certain amount of the past that 
is ordinarily hidden from con- 
sciousness.” 

And then, says McKenna, “peo- 
ple become uninterested in punch- 
ing atime clock... because they say, 
‘Ihave seen something that makes 
all that unimportant.’ Well, I think 
what they have seen, without realiz- 
ing it, is, quite simply, The End.” 

What’s appealing about McKen- 
na’s insistence on the objective real- 
ity of psychedelic visions is that it 
removes the potentially alienating 
shame and fear that can accompany 
the wildly strange, perverse, and 
frightening phenomena one typical- 
ly encounters during a psychedelic 
episode. 

For those of us hammered sense- 
less on the anvil of ecstatic transfor- 
mation ’60s-wise and, in some 
cases, left whimpering and beaten 
after bouts with ever-stronger alco- 
hol, cocaine, and speed, this druggy 
dream rekindled is heady — nay, 


gurus of old but better, much better, 
and he’s telling us to take massive 
quantities of psychedelic drugs and 
lie in silent darkness to save the 
planet! He’s saying that the com- 
mon rave “club dose” is not nearly 
enough! He’s talking “heroic” 
doses! 

A note of caution: Having seen 
The End, one finds it difficult to 
waltz the charade of rent-paying, 
suit-wearing, yes-sir no-sir. 

Having once glimpsed the 
strange grinning elves, the tunnel of 
laughing faces, the wheeling star 
mandalas flying across luminous 
wheat fields, the jeweled lawns of 
patadise, it is hard to go back to 
work. 

So consider: If the mushroom 
tells you to quit your job, walk up 
this mountain and don’t look back, 
are you ready? Do you have health 
insurance? Will your family support 
you? Will it hurt terribly if your 
loved ones decide you’re too nutty 
to hang out with? 

McKenna maintains that these 
visions are our birthright, that it is 
not only our right but our responsi- 
bility as humans to get wasted on 
hallucinogens, and that no govern- 
ment has the right to deny us our 
cosmic heritage. 

These visions may be our 
birthright, but they are not without 
cost. 

We are not all prophets. 

These drugs are not for every- 
ne.

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IN REVERSE 


By ANDREW GOODWIN 


HE NOVELS of Martin Amis 
are the nearest literary 
equivalent to rock and roll 
that I have ever come 
across; and so I was delighted to see 
that Amis threw a punk rock joke in 


- Time’s Arrow, his fictional account 


of history experienced in reverse. It 
is fitting, perhaps, that this back- 
ward chronology seems to antici- 
pate the latest career surprise from 
Elvis Costello, an ex-punk whose 
generic shifts have persistently 
aimed to take on the history of pop- 
ular music, but in the wrong order. 

Costello’s latest move, The Juli- 
et Letters (Water Bros.) is made in 
conjunction with the Brodsky Quar- 
tet and continues a musical 
trajectory that appears to 
have no logic, until you 
notice that he is apparent- 
ly doing things back- 
ward. First he was a 
punk, then he did rock 
and country (albeit in a eS 
chronological sand- 
wich), and now he has 
advanced further into the past 
with neo-modernist Kurt Weill 
pastiches and classical string 
quartet arrangements. This con- 
fuses people who cannot under- 
stand how a punk rocker could 
embrace pre-punk cultures. But 
Costello is not a writer who has lost 
his way, as so many rock critics 
assume. 

Costello is confusing not just 
because (like Prince) he doesn’t 
know his classics from his fillers, 
but also because he has always been 
in the grip of an identity crisis. 
Catholic taste (and an encyclopedic 
knowledge of pop) have been hall- 
marks of his career. But pop mar- 
keting expects identifiable personae 
to dovetail with predictable musical 
soundscapes. And so Costello has 
needed to invent alternative identi- 
ties (The Coward Brothers, The 
Imposter, The Beloved Entertainer) 
for projects that seemed insuffi- 
ciently Costelloesque. In the music 
industry, the game of rock and role 
has an inflexible rule book that 
insists on linking musical style and 
public persona very tightly to shift 
“product.” 

And music critics can be surpris- 
ingly keen to jump to attention and 
police those rules on behalf of the 
marketing department. Costello’s 
tastes and interest in music history 
have not always kept him in sync 
with this game. 1989’s Spike under- 
scored the problem: a marvelous 
collection of songs that lacked any 
sense of stylistic unity. Last year he 
defied the categories by combining 
work on The Juliet Letters with the 
task of writing a whole album for 
post-punk trash diva Wendy James 
(ex-Transvision Vamp). 

By making a record with a string 
quartet (and a very good record, at 
that), Elvis Costello now evokes 






memories of the prog rock 1970s, 
of Rick Wakeman, Deep Purple, 
and ELP making albums with 
orchestras, of George Martin a 
decade earlier introducing the Beat- 
les to orchestration, and thus 
inventing art rock. What he also 
says is this: Rock music isn’t going 
forward anymore ... in fact, itisn’t 
going anywhere at all. You have to 
abandon the teleology of rock criti- 
cism to see this, of course. Time’s 
arrow is doing a little wiggle. 
Costello may fail because he is an 
inconsistent writer. But as a genre- 
critic, he’s ahead of the game. The 
alternatives are embarrassing and 
lame: an endless recycling of the 
same generic moment (which 
would merely place him in the same 
graveyard as Mick Jagger and his 
sometime-collaborator Paul 
McCartney); or an effort to be 
“contemporary” — but do you 
really want to hear the Costello 
Techno album? 

In any case, rock his- 
tory in reverse has a lot 
going for it. There are 
one or two problems, of 
course. The entire 
music industry taking 
out a class-action copy- 
right-infringement law- 
suit against James 

Brown sometime around 1962 is 
one of them. But mostly, as Martin 
Amis understands, human chronol- 
ogy looks much sunnier this way 
up. Just think: In 1992, Ice-T agrees 
to include the song “Cop Killer” on 
all subsequent copies of his album 
Body Count. In the mid-1980s the 
record industry begins with a big 
push to sell “turntables” — devices 
that play vinyl discs that introduce 
new elements of hiss, noise, and 
variations in tempo. In 1986 David 
Lee Roth replaces Sammy Hagar as 
lead vocalist with Van Halen. (It 
just gets better, doesn’t it?) In 1981, 
on July 31, MTV disappears from 
our screens and critics complain of 
the lack of imagination found in 
pop lyrics now that songs have been 
completely taken over by sound. 
Shortly thereafter, in a well-publi- 
cized “American Invasion,” super- 
groups like Duran Duran and the 
Thompson Twins are sent to experi- 
ence obscurity in the United King- 
dom. In 1977 punk rock is hailed as 
“the new hip hop,” and as the year 
goes on, the Sex Pistols get tighter 
with every gig. Best of all, one day 
in the very dim and distant future- 
past, Charlie Parker will make an 
album paying tribute to Charlie 
Watts. 

Images of juvenile delinquents 
entering cinemas in 1956 in order to 
renovate the decor and repair the 
seating may seem silly, like many of 
the jokes in Time’s Arrow. But this is 
not nearly as daft as the sight of rock 
critics telling one of pop’s finest 
composers that he may not make a 
record with a cello on it because 
someone else did that in 1967.@ 








Buzz Osbourne

HE MELVINS understand, probably better than any 
rock band before them, the absolute heaviness of 
monotony. At their best, the sub-dirge tempos, 
one-note melodies, and amorphous feedback of 
a Melvins song works an excruciating hypnosis 
on the listener. Virtually too slow to process men- 
tally, the songs often just build and build like a long 
introduction that never breaks, eventually coerc- 
ing its victim into a blunt, empty, yet undeniably pro- 
found stupor. It’s a sensation you might simulate by 
leaving the vacuum cleaner running for several hours 
in the middle of your liv- 
ing room while you sit 
and stare at it, finally 
finding it compelling for 
the first time. 

I didn’t really get the 
Melvins at first. When I 
saw them in 89 at the I- 
Beam, I thought they 
were an obscure tangent 
of gothic metal, just 
some wayward moles 
who had recently found 
their way out of the 
garage and still had to 
slow down their songs 
to fill up a full set. I think 
I played pinball the last 
20 minutes. 

It wasn’t until three 
years and a 40-ouncer of 
Mickey’s later that lsaw 
them play with GWAR 
at the Kennel Club and 
came to a full apprecia- 
tion of what the Melvins 
could do. Standing in the 
middle of the floor look- 
ing around me during 
one of Buzz Osbourne’s 
five-minute single-note 
guitar solos, I saw an 
entire club packed with 
rowdy young GWAR 
fans reduced to com-

pletely motionless zombies, staring 
blankly ahead, most with their jaws hang- 
ing open like mine. As drummer Dale 
Crover leaned back so far between hits 
that sometimes his head literally touched 
the ground behind him, I saw a band do 
what no group shy of the Lawrence Welk 
Orchestra could have pulled off: com- 
pletely neutralize a boisterous crowd of 
agitated youth. It was magnificent. 

Crover, however, seems nonplussed 
by the effect. “We have to take Geritol 
just to play as fast we do,” he recently 
explained. But he also went on to empha- 
size that slowness is not the Melvins’ only 
trademark. Even their faster songs, which 
approach a normal tempo, bear their indeli- 
ble mark: a well-developed restraint. Their 
songs aren’t simple, because they often 
contain complex musical ideas, but they’re 
presented in such a clear, unobstructed 
manner that they often sound crude. 

Their six past releases on Boner Records have 
steadily grown more experimental in both song 
structure and sound. Their latest — reluctantly 
retitled The Melvins after the Lysol corporation 
got wind of plans to pay homage to their famous 
cleanser — is easily the most unconventional 
yet. 

There are no song titles, “special thanks,” 
liner notes, or any information on The Melvins. So 
depending on which side is first, the album either starts 
with a minimalist 15-minute sludge of suffocating gui- 
tar chords — each struck once and allowed to resonate 
to its completion — or 
it begins with a long, 
slowed-down version 
of Flipper’s “Sacrifice.” 
The album is a culmi- 
nation of a steady pro- 
gression into slowness 
and abstraction, taking 
unembellished sections 
of songs that don’t seem 
to go anywhere — sec- 
tions other bands might 
use as a spice for an oth- 
erwise forgettable song 
— and drawing them 
out into songs them- 
selves. 

In fact, unlike the 
work of fellow punks- 
turned-pop-stars Sonic 
Youth, Nirvana, and 
Helmet — pop songs 
basically, only with 
“alternative” trappings 
— what the Melvins 
write can barely even 
be called “songs.” Yet 
while this long day’s 
journey into sludge 
might suggest a wilting 
commercial appeal, the 
Melvins are enjoying a 
blossoming popularity. 
Despite their minimal- 
ist and sloth-like ambi-

tions, the band recently signed to a seven-album con- 
tract with Atlantic records, with stipulations of complete 
artistic freedom. 


“It’s weird,” Osbourne comments. “I never, ever, 


ever thought it would happen. I just put it out of my 
mind completely. But I think the attitudes of the majors 
have changed a lot in the last five years. When they 
approached us they said, ‘Hey, do what you want. We 
like you the way you are. 


” 


While a move to the majors often brings accusations 


of selling out, the Melvins’ signing is hardly a whole- 
sale snubbing of the independent scene. Any commer- 
cial success the Melvins may have will only increase 
promotion for Boner’s back catalog. And since Atlantic 
itself has ceased producing vinyl, they may contract an 
indie label to produce in that medium, as in the case of 
Helmet’s recent Meantime — CDs and cassettes by 
Atlantic, vinyl by Helmet’s former label, Amphetamine 
Reptile. “We’re gonna try to work out something like 
that,” says Osbourne. “You gotta have vinyl.” 


Bassist Lori Black puts it more simply. “The most 


important thing is that the Melvins will be available to 
a lot of people,” she says. “The Melvins, now, should 
be available to a lot of people and they’re not.” 


Daughter of former ambassador Shirley Temple 


Black, Lori has now replaced “Joe” on bass and is again 
a Melvin after a two-year hiatus. Since her departure, 
she’s seen a band that Kurt Cobain credited as a primary 
influence on his own chart-busting venture go from 
underground cult status to, well, near-popularity. And 
like her two fellow Melvins, Black seems in no big 
hurry to join Nirvana on the Hit Parade. Evenhermom, 
a former entertainer herself, has doubts about her daugh- 
ter’s potentially lucrative career in the music business. 


“She doesn’t like it,” Black says. “She doesn’t think

when JFK was shot, you're the right age!

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INCENSE AND PEPPERMINTS

S, READERS, music 

fans, lend me your ears; I 

come to bury New Age, not 

to praise it. The bad music 
that people make lives on after 
them, the good is often buried with 
the hype. But somewhere between 
the birth of the insidious musical 
category known as New Age and 
the death of genuine creativity and 
self-expression that comes when 
any art deliberately conforms to a 
predetermined category, lies a 
wealth of music that may go ignored 
simply because it either has been 
mislabeled or floats in that limbo 
where labels have yet to be applied. 

Labels have everything to do 
with the misapprehension of music, 
in more ways than one. When 
Windham Hill, for instance, began 
marketing its solo acoustic instru- 
mental music in the late 1970s (and 
especially after the 1980 release of 
pianist George Winston’s Autumn), 
the output of that Palo Alto-based 
company was quickly lumped in 
with the New Age phenomenon — 
music designed for meditation and 
relaxation — that was wafting out 
of health-food stores and ecology 
centers. Not that founders Will Ack- 
erman and Ann Robinson didn’t 
collaborate in their own categoriza- 
tion early on by marketing their 
product with bland, ethereal look- 
alike album covers and ambient 
videos. 

But in the rush to replicate Wind- 
ham Hill’s success, other labels, 
major and independent alike, began 
signing up every instrumental 
noodler in sight, cranking out album 
after album, then CD after CD, of 
vague, atmospheric ramblings on 
acoustic guitar, piano, harp, violin, 
and, especially, synthesizer. Light a 
candle and some incense, set out the 
crystals, and you were in business. 

Meanwhile, Windham Hill 
moved on to record and release 
everything from straight-ahead jazz 
to singer-songwriter folk music and 
even hard-edged rock (French- 
Frith-Kaiser-Thompson). 

Once you’ ve been shunted into a 
category, however, all the noble 
intentions and Houdini tricks in the 
world can’t get you out, as Wind- 
ham Hill and many of its artists

have since discovered. And since 
the New Age label has become so 
swollen and ubiquitous as to engulf 
atmospheric acoustic jazz, spacy 
experimental electronic sound- 
scapes, dreamy “adult contempo- 
rary” vocal pop, and many ethnic 
trance music traditions from around 
the world, it’s no wonder that many 
critics and listeners have been more 
than willing to throw the baby out 
with the stale, tepid bathwater. 

Just what New Age means any- 


~ more is as mysterious as the endur- 


ing appeal of such stars of genre as 
Andreas Vollenweider, Yanni, and 
Kitaro (who was once dear to my 
heart, I admit, during his Silk Road 
era, but betrayed all good will and 
good taste in his recent collabora- 
tions with former Yes vocalist Jon 
Anderson). Where do you draw the 
line around a field that, one might 
argue, includes jazz reedman Tony 





Scott’s mid-’60s breakthrough 
Music for Zen Meditation (Verve) 
and flutist Paul Horn’s Inside [the 
Taj Mahal], as well as Brian Eno 
and Robert Fripp, George Winston, 
Tangerine Dream, Suzanne Ciani, 
Philip Glass and Ravi Shankar, 
“Music from the Hearts of Space,” 
Enja, and perhaps Morton Feld- 
man’s “Rothko Chapel,” or accor- 
dionist/new-music composer 
Pauline Oliveras’ Deep Listening 
Band? 

Pulse! magazine, an offshoot of 
Tower Records, has instituted a new 
category, “contemporary instrumen- 
tal,” which it hopes will subsume all 
of the various tributaries trickling 
out of the New Age flood, including 
“adult alternative.” In Pulse! now, 
New Age will be assigned only to 
“music associated with meditational 
and holistic fields.” There, that 
clears things up, doesn’t it? Let’s 
solve the New Age category prob- 
lem by putting it inside yet another 
category! 

All the verbal gymnastics in the 
world, however, will not solve the 
problem of immediate concern to 
me: that, because of marketing, 
packaging, and prejudices associat- 
ed with the New Age curse, much 
valuable music might go unheard by 
all too many who would otherwise 
enjoy it. 

Take, for instance, a four-CD 
boxed set titled Global Meditation: 
Authentic Music from Meditative 
Traditions of the World. It’s been 
issued by the Relaxation Company 


and bears the additional subtitle, “A 
Collection of Spiritual, Ritual and 
Meditative Music from 40 Coun- 
tries and Traditions.” The front of 
the box features a painted rendering 
of a guy in the lotus position, sitting 
on top of the world, playing a flute. 
Lord, release us. But if you get past 
the blatant New Age positioning 
and turn the box over, you discover 
that the four CDs — “Voices of the 
Spirit: Songs & Chants”; “Harmony 
and Interplay: Ensembles”; “The 
Pulse of Life: Rhythm & Percus- 
sion”; and “Music from the Heart: 
Melody” — make up a superb 
anthology of world music, one that 
any novice or aficionado would be 
well advised to add to their collec- 
tion. You get everything from Alba- 
nian laments and Balinese monkey 
chants to Pakistani Qawwali singer 
Nusrat Fateh Ali Khan, tabla master 
Zakir Hussain, Japanese shaku- 
hachi, Scottish border music, mbira 
music from Zimbabwe, Gambian 
Mandinka songs of praise, a Santeri- 
an drumming ceremony, and West 
African balafon. You can spend 
hours exploring fascinating indige- 
nous and hybrid sounds, toth con- 
templative and rigoreusly energiz- 
ing, from remote regions of the 
world, without ever thinking about 
the implications of New Age. 
Likewise with Lisa Moskow’s 
splendid new These Still Waters, on 
which the San Rafael sarodist col- 
laborates with Genji Ito, on 
shakuhachi (flute) and hischiriki 
(oboe). The self-produced CD bears 
one of Moskow’s pastel-toned 
paintings with electronic imaging, 
on a background of white, with the 
subtitle “Music for Reflection.” The 
four compositions, running from 
just under five to just over 17 min- 
utes each, are named “How Spring 
Came with the Frost,” “Waiting for 
Deer,” “Lilies by Moonlight,” and 
“Road Through the Clouds.” But 
what might be mistaken for New 
Age trappings are really signposts to 
Moskow’s deeper intention, “the 
blending of Indian and Japanese 
tonalities.” And These Still Waters, 
as reflective (and sensually seduc- 
tive) as it might be, is a gorgeous, 
gently challenging accomplishment 
in world music experimentation. 

If some of their world music col- 
leagues have been coopted by the 
New Age market, plenty of “space 
music” artists, like celestial synthe- 
sizer voyager Kitaro, have more 
deliberately postured themselves on 
the New Age cusp. 

Multi-instrumentalist/composer 
Jim O’Rourke cannot be counted 
among such self-promoters, howev- 
er. His Tamper, on the Australian 
Extreme label, is a set of three ultra- 
slowly evolving pieces for such 
combinations as violins, cello, per- 
cussion, and electronics; or bass 
trombones, violins, cellos, and bass 
clarinets. They may share some 
similarities in form and texture with 
New Age drivel, but within their 
spacy parameters they are dark, 
rich, complicated, and sometimes 
downright scary. Listening to 
O’Rourke is like watching a fractal 
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unfold slowly on a big color com- 
puter monitor (in fact, a Mac-gener- 
ated fractal graces the cover of the 
guitar duet album he did in 1991 
with Henry Kaiser, Tomorrow 
Knows Where You Live, on the Vic- 
to label). 

Patrick O’Hearn’s music is 
much closer than O’Rourke’s to the 
mainstream of what Pulse! would 
have us think of as the post-New 
Age contemporary instrumental 
school. The keyboardist/bassist 
composer maintains a steadier 
thythmic pulse and surrounds his 
attractive melodic passages with 
dramatic, sweeping atmospherics 
and diverse, percolating percussion. 
The longtime Mark Isham collabo- 
rator recently released The Private 
Music of Patrick O’Hearn, a repre- 
sentative collection of pieces from 
five previous albums, on the label 
responsible for keyboardist Suzanne 
Ciani, Tangerine Dream, Christo- 
pher Franke, and others. Like 
Isham’s film music, O’ Hearn’s 
work may have some crossover 
New Age appeal, but it’s something 
else again. 

Sometimes, though, New Age is 
exactly what you have to call cer- 
tain music; and, sometimes, New 
Age is not an insult. On their recent 
Portraits of Passion, Barbara Bor- 
den (the former drummer with 
Alive!) and Sheilah Glover have 
quite successfully created New Age 
music, aimed at taking the listener 
on “evocative musical journeys” 
through spiritual and historical 
themes, without settling for the 
ambient wallpaper of other similar- 
ly intentioned projects. Their meld- 
ings of synthesizers, drum 
machines, guitars, cello, flute, oboe, 
and voice sustain considerable 
intrigue throughout the shifting 
ambient weavings. (Not as much 
can be said for Canadian folksinger 
Ferron’s first attempt at synthesizer 
renderings of instrumental moods, 
Resting with the Question). 

Finally, if much of the New Age 
mess can be traced back to the 
unfortunate attribution of that term 
to the solo acoustic guitar music of 
Will Ackerman, Alex DeGrassi, 
and other Windham Hill regulars, 
what, then, do we do with the work 
of John Fahey, the godfather of 
modern eclectic acoustic guitar 
instrumentals? With The Essential 
John Fahey just issued on compact 
disc by the Welk Music Group 
(from the 1974 Vanguard twofer), 
we can take it the way we ought to 
be taking all music, on its own 
terms. For despite some qualities 
that parallel later New Age musings 
— reflective moods, repetitive pat- 
terns, cerebral improvisations — 
Fahey’s curious playing on such 
pieces as “The Yellow Princess,” 
“Requiem for John Hurt,” and 
“When the Catfish Is in Bloom,” is 
beholden to only his own singular 
uncompromised vision, perhaps in 
tune with some grander, unname- 
able, universal source. Maybe, in 
the end, that is exactly what we 
should demand of a New Age. @

In case you've never heard Robert 
Ashley's music: Imagine your typical 
Mom-Pop-Buddy-and-Sis family 
standing at the edge of an enor- 
mous field, all intoning their Christ- 
mas shopping lists against a lovely 
wash of synthesizer sounds — right 
before they're beamed into the fly- 
ing saucer hovering overhead. Or 
imagine Ashley as the entire Beverly 
Hillbillies/Green Acres/Petticoat Junc- 
tion programming schedule as 
directed by Robert Wilson, with 
interlocking plots and characters, 
and sly cornball humor. 

In this episode, Don abandons 
Linda while they are at a highway 
rest stop somewhere in the South- 
west. Soon thereafter, she meets 
George, a mysterious Italian capable 
of amazing mental feats, who pro- 
poses marriage (she declines). She 
goes on to make a new life for her- 
self, having adventures along the 
way. Simple stuff. Except that Don is 
Spain, Linda is the Jews, the year is 
1492, George is Giordano Bruno, 


Mother Church. * 

Improvements is the opening 
installment of the third part of Ash- 
ley’s allegorical opera that presents 
a kind of history of consciousness in 
America. Here, in Ashley's finest 
work since Private Parts (1977), the 
performers present the text via 
speech, song, and every gradation 
in between, against electronic 
drones, pulsings, clicks, clangings, 
and quiet intervals on the piano. 

Among the high points: 
"Tarzan," a pop song overheard on 
the radio, which utilizes, as “back- 
ground vocals,” recordings of vari- 
ous Central American indigenous 
peoples (trashing colonialism by 
doing colonialism); Linda telling her 
dream to the Doctor, played by 
Adam Klein in a faux-Viennese 
accent, only to have it overanalyzed 
into meaninglessness and useless- 
ness (trashing the therapy process); 
Sam Ashley's performance as Lin- 
da’s son, which features a blues- 
inflected falsetto; and Jacqueline 
Humbert, starring as the sometimes 
wise, sometimes ingenuous, always 
beautiful Linda. 

This recording is highly recom- 
mended to anyone who has ever 
experienced an airline ticket 
counter, interstate highway, all- 
night deli, or cheesy cocktail bar, as 
well as anyone wanting to experi- 
ence all those mundane locales on a 
cosmic level without the aid of 
chemical stimulants; New Agers

He’s moved out on his lover — no, 
he was asked to leave after all that 
time. He’s lonely and wants to 
come back — or maybe he’s wait- 
ing to stop caring. Sometimes he 
feels a cliché coming on, like “I'd 
love to hear that story once again,” 
and mutters something about 
horseshit. Sometimes he reaches 
down into the depths of his soul: 
“Want to tell you that | miss you / 


Where You Been is a far greater 
album than | was expecting from J. 
Mascis, and not just because his 
mewlings redeem the indignity of 
slacker men everywhere. | think he 
might have been inspired by the last 
Pavement album, which upped the 
stakes on quirky post-punk crunch 
‘n’ croon. The difference is that 
Pavement are limited to hip touch- 
stones — the Velvets, the Fall. 
Dinosaur Jr. draw their musical 
vocabulary from every sound that 
has ever inspired cigarette lighters 
to be waved around a stadium. 

The result is an album lyrically 
and vocally monochromatic (I don’t 
think Mascis opens and closes his 
lips when he sings), but vastly 
expansive aurally. Strings, acoustic 
guitar, and “Like a Rolling Stone” 
organ effects vie with overloaded 
soloing piddle and melodies aimed - 
for the bleachers. My first excited 
reaction was “this music dawdles!” 
But as the hooks hooked in, it was 
clear the beat was turning around 
with precise timing. Finally, | should 
note that, however impure his ‘70s 
and ‘80s sources, J. Mascis is no. 
cheeseball. The musicianly power of 
Where You Been (| put the new 
Superchunk on for cross-compari- 
son and winced) ought to convince 
the last hold-outs that the toughest 
of the tough needn't spend all their 
time worrying about sounding like 
the coolest of the cool. :

In Bone, Faye Myenne 
Neg raises the stakes for 
Asian American 
literature 


BONE. By Faye Myenne Ng. Hyperion 
Press, 194 pages, $19.95.

AYE MYENNE Ng’s short story “A 

Red Sweater” (which served as 

a seed for this novel) is about 

breaking free of the past. Bone, 

on the other hand, moves back- 
ward in time. The reverse chronology, the 
novel’s most obvious technical feat, gen- 
erates this paradox: The more one arrives, 
the more one goes back. Assimilation is 
the highest price to pay.

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FINE LINES

TLE RECENTLY 
perusing my 


bookshelves, an 

interesting fact 

began to emerge: 
There’s a heck of a lot of books 
there published by New Directions. 
Like Dylan Thomas’ Portrait of the 
Artist as a Young Dog, Delmore 
Schwartz's In Dreams Begin Respon- 
sibilities, The Selected Poems of Federi- 
co Garcia Lorca ... the list goes on. 
With tastefully designed black-and- 
white covers, they’re of similar 
size and are easily identifiable 
as New Directions paperbacks. 
As a reader, it’s delightful to dis- 
cover a line of books one has an 
affinity for (i.e., that somewhere 
there’s an editor/publisher who 
shares your taste in literature. 
Most likely, if you enjoy one book 
they’ve published, you'll like 
another book they’ve brought 
forth, even if you’re not acquaint- 
ed with the author. 

While New Directions is firm- 
ly established in the history of 
American publishing, there are 
several noteworthy presses that are 
contributing significantly to the 
current scene. Black Sparrow 
Press in Santa Rosa is one. Famil- 
iar to many readers as the pub- 
lisher of Charles Bukowski and 
Wanda Coleman, Black Sparrow 
books have a unique look created 
by their multicolored matte coy- 
ers. The title pages are also artful- 
ly rendered, and offer the reader 
an appreciation of the fine art of 
book-making. Besides the better- 
known authors, some of their 
recent titles are equally deserving 
of notice. 

According To Her Contours by San 
Francisco’s Nancy Boutilier is a 
remarkable first book of well-craft- 
ed poetry and stories revolving 
around lesbian and women-ori- 
ented issues. Whether Boutilier is 
writing about sports, eating disor- 
ders, or love, a glimmering passion 
for life shines through, revealing 
a deep source of inspiration. From 
her poem “The Muse”: 


... robed in the simple radiance of 
being/ she reaches for nothing that is 
not already part of her/ as her har- 
monies house the entire cosmos. 


Edward Field’s Counting Myself 
Lucky is a paean to a lifetime career 
of engaging writing. Field’s craft 
and ability to make the most ordi- 
Mary experience extraordinary 
wake up the reader with a star- 
tlingly fresh point of view. From his 
poem “The Telephone”: 


Drowsing through a shadowy win- 
ter/ It rings and spring has come/ I 
stretch and amble out into the sun- 


shine/ Hungry again as I pick up the 


receiver/ For the human voice and the 
good news of friends. 


In addition to poetry and fic- 
tion, Black Sparrow publishes lit- 
erary criticism. Looking for Genet is 
a compilation of essays and reviews 
from the early ’60s by Alfred 
Chester, a talented, tormented 
writer who committed suicide in 
1971 at the age of 42. Chester’s 
essays are extremely entertaining. 
He has a hell of an attitude, which 
I appreciate when in agree- 





ment with him (his essay on 
John Updike) and am annoyed by 
when we’re at odds (he refers to 
Paul Bowles as “the Mickey Spillane 
of North Africa”). If you’re into Lit 
Crit, Alfred Chester is certainly 
worth investigating. For a catalog, 
write to Black Sparrow Press, 24 
Tenth St., Santa Rosa, CA 95401. 

Another wonderful list of titles 
comes from Copper Canyon Press. 
Founded in 1972, Copper Canyon 
publishes only poetry (an awesome 
feat of tenacity), for which it has 
consistently won grants and awards 
over the years. Again, handsome 
design and typography distinguish 
these paperbacks, and the quality 
of work is dependably good. Cop- 
per Canyon published Kay Boyle’s 
last collection of poetry in 1991. 
Aptly named The Collected Poems of 
Kay Boyle, all of her poems are pre- 
sented in chronological order from 
1917 through her final years. 
Boyle’s sophistication and human- 
ity are evident throughout the 
book. From her poem “Spring”: 


You see these halted days of March 
as a fixed season,/ See as immutable 
nights with rain on the panes, when 
cats cry out for love. 


Copper Canyon has brought 
forth work by many Bay Area poets, 
including Carolyn Kizer’s Mermaids 


in the Basement, a compelling assort- 
ment of poems for women. With 
sections like “Mothers and Daugh- 
ters” and “Female Friends,” it com- 
prises a female sensibility without 
excluding non-female readers. 
From “A Month In Summer’: 


Seen through tears/ This moon- 
light/ Is no more poignant/ Than a 
saucer of cream. 


Thomas Centolella is a San 
Francisco poet whose Copper 
Canyon book Terra Firma won the 
American Book Award in 1991. 
The words are heartfelt and hon- 
est, written in an intimate voice. 
From “Setsubun”: 


My demon called last week./ Just 
wanted to chat./ On a rainy night in 
late January/ even demons get the blues. 


For more information about 
Copper Canyon poetry, write to 
Copper Canyon Press, P.O. Box 
271, Port Townsend, WA 98368. 
“Where good books are brew- 
ing” is the motto of Coffee House 
Press, a company featuring an 
impressive line of literature, 
including Gloria Frym’s short 
story collection How I Learned. 

Taking place around San Fran- 
cisco, these stories ring with truth 
and eerie familiarity. I love read- 
ing books with a local angle 
because I walk around feeling 
like I’m in the story or I’m sit- 
ting next to one of the charac- 
ters on the 14 Mission bus. 

Poet Lawson Fusao Inada’s Leg- 
ends from Camp was published by 
Coffee House Press in conjunction 
with the 50th anniversary of the 
internment of Japanese Americans. 
The poems are flush with emotion, 
swirling with images of nature and 
human relationships. From “The 
Legend of the Jerome Smokestack”: 


It’s just a pile of past./ Home of the 
wind, rain, / residence of bodies, nests./ 
I suppose it even sings./ But no, it’s 
not legend. / It just stands, withstands. 


Other noteworthy Coffee House 
titles include a limited letterpress 
edition of The Life of the Body by Jane 
Smiley, and poetry books by Bay 
Area authors Leslie Simon (Colli- 
sions and Transformations) and 
Robert Sward (Four Incarnations). 
Also available is the ultimate liter- 
ary beverage device, the Coffee 
House Press coffee mug. For a cat- 
alog, write to Coffee House Press, 
27 North Fourth St., Suite 400, 
Minneapolis, MN 55401.

It’s an impressive package. Ng 
raises the stakes for Asian Ameri- 
can literature and makes a bid for 
the arrival of a major American 
voice. . 

If there are problems in Bone, 
they lie in a certain insularity of 
vision: We never leave Chinatown, 
we’re driven deeper and deeper 
into it. As a result the book lacks 
novelistic scope. It seems padded 
out, in its middle portions espe- 
cially. The question emerges: 
When and how does the successful 
Chinese American writer move the 
literary territory beyond China- 
town? Never? Not at all? 

“Outsiders see Chinatown as an 
insular society,” the author told me 
recently in.an interview. “That you 
can’t break in, can’t understand 
Chinatown, whatever the stereo- 
type. But within Chinatown, for the 
inhabitants looking out, it’s like liv- 
ing in a glass globe. You want to fly, 
you want to go, because this is our 
instinct. We came from a genera- 
tion of travelers, of pioneers, so we 
want to break out... but something 
holds us back.” 

Bone is a pioneer work. What 
marks it above its predecessors is 
how incisively it explores just what 
itis that holds us back. Like its nar- 
rator, it escapes by bearing the bur- 
den of Chinatown’s weight, telling 
its story. One only hopes that — 
even if the book does not do this 
— we can eventually fly further 
beyond.

Stanley Elkin gets 
crabby 


VAN GOGH’S ROOM AT 
ARLES. By Stanley Elkin. 
Hyperion Press, 312 pages, 
$22.95.

AVE YOUR ticket 
ready, please moye 
to the front of the 
line, make sure your 
seat belt is secure, 
and keep your brains in the car at 
all times because Stanley Elkin’s 


new collection of three-novellas is 
the wildest E-ticket attraction In 
FictionLand. You'll laugh, you'll 
scream, you may even cry and beg 
for mercy, but once this ride starts 
there’s no getting off it. 

For more than three decades 
now, Stanley Elkin has been creat- 
ing a one-of-a-kind fictional uni- 
verse that unfortunately doesn’t 
get as much attention as it should 
in this imperfect world. While most 
American writers are trying to serve 
up some quiet lunch or regional 
specialty, Elkin serves up the rich- 
est language-melting-pot stew 
around. You see, Elkin writes rings 
around them all; it’s a secret, but 
it shouldn’t be. 

In “Her Sense of Timing,” the 
first novella in Van Gogh’s Room at 
Arles, a man confined to a wheel- 
chair is unexpectedly deserted by 
his wife of 36 years on the eve of 
their big annual party. Over the 
course of the next two days the 
party is still thrown but with disas- 
trous effects, all leading to chaos. 

In “Town Crier Exclusive,” a 
commoner becomes engaged to 
the Prince of Wales only hours after 
meeting him, commencing a hur- 
ricane of life-changes that ends 
with her expulsion from the Royal 
Wedding. 

In “Van Gogh’s Room at Arles,” 
a community college professor is 
thrown into an intellectual retreat 
with some of the world’s finest, 
most highly paid minds, where he 
discovers that lust, greed, sloth — 
all the big ones — dominate even, 
or especially, the world of cutting- 
edge thought. 

In each of these novellas, the 
narrators are tossed into a world of 
mayhem. They do not survive intact 
— in fact, they just barely survive 
— but their long, hilarious free- 
falls through the known universe 
are somehow balm to our frazzled, 
nodding-with-empathy nerves. 
Don’t expect to find inspiring tales 
of hard-won victory here. Elkin is 
a crabby guy and he’s having a bad 
day in reality. He is the Mickey 
Mouse of crabbiness, to be sure. 
But what a relief such an attitude 
is. He’s not going to sit back and 
tell you that, after all, that’s just life, 
and it has its sentimental, Techni- 
color Kodak moments. He’s mad 
as hell that life is unfair, arbitrary, 
and downright cruel, and while he 
still has to take it some more, he’s 
going to let the powers that be, 
whoever and/or whatever they are, 
hear about it loud and clear. Roger, 
over and out of my face, my not-so- 
good buddy. 

Butit’s the language. That’s the 
thing. His sentences are loopy, 
compressed, chewy-worded rides 
through the molten world we live 
in. Snatches from radio, TV, slang, 
pool hall, and mansion all crash 
into one another to form whole 
new chains of meaning and 
nuance. Elkin’s language is recom- 
binant cliché. He throws the stu- 
pid world back in our face. 

For example, take this para- 
graph for a walk around the block 
and see what interesting folk stop 
to pat it on the head before they 
get bit by it: 

Checkmate! thought wily old Schiff. 
Gin! Name of the game! the crippled- 
up old political-geographer thought, 


planting his flags for Spain, Sor France. 
Well, he thought, for Farce, at least, 


Schiff’s own true motherland with its 
slapstick lakes and Punch and Judy 
rivers, its burlesque deserts and vaude- 
ville plains, with its minstrel peninsu- 
las and cabaret hills, its music-hall 
mountains and its dumb-show shores, 
all its charade forests, all its low-come- 
dy lowlands. 


Do not delay, buy your ticket 
while there’s time. Elkin is writing’s 
necromancer and may vanish into 
the cosmos at any moment. You 
must read these novellas to believe 
them, and after you’ye read them, 
you may still not believe they exist. 
As one of his own bad-accented 
characters says: “It is a thing won- 
drous how that man wizardized us 
with his masterpieces left and right. 
It is beyond my poor proofs and 
scientifics. Art has its mysterious- 
ness, eh, sir mister? We eat its 
dusts.”

BASTARD OUT OF 





THE BASTARD REVIEW. The 
Bay Area Center for Arts and 
Technology, 135 pages, $12.

HE GAMUT of literary 
journals (surprisingly 
numerous despite the 
widely reported death 
of the printed word) 
runs from the home- assembly 
type that feature bad typing on 
stapled scraps of paper to 
catalog-like anthologies where 
lesser-name writers and good 
writing can become lost in girth 
to stylishly crafted, scrupulously 
arranged publications. The 
Bastard Review, issue 5/6, “Death 
and Desire,” falls into the latter 
category. The journal’s all-black 
cover with embossed lettering 
dramatically promises 


to mediate one’s separateness 
from objects in the world, 
others, and even oneself. While 
Blanchot stresses the certainty of 
the existence of the “I,” the 
companion’s last line, “There is 
no one there,” eerily reverberates 
in a void that even self- 
knowledge can’t fill. 

Sharon Olds also deals with 
the spaces present in language in 
her poems about hospital visits 
to a semiconscious father who 
has been emotionally semi- 
conscious throughout her life. “I 
had/ always known him as an 
object, in the world/ of 
objects....” The only closeness 
possible for them comes from 
the shared breathing of hospital 
air or her staring at “the 
motionless bulge of his feet.” 
Her barely realized, acidic, and 





words emerging from 
darkness, and the layout, 
typeface, and paper 
quality aesthetically match 
the quality of the words. If 
literary journals can be 
gift books, The Bastard 
Review would make a nice 
one. 

Although many 
different voices are 
represented from a broad 
range of cultures and 
literary fame, the writers 
collected here all write with a 
certain straightforwardness. Their 
language doesn’t flip high-brow 
attitude or contain itself in a 
private inaccessibility, incom- 
prehensible to readers who 
hayen’t steeped their lives in 
literary obsessions. The stories 
and poems are not directed solely 
to a discourse on language, but 
rather to the intangible area 
between language and the actual, 
where death and desire reside. In 
this sense, The Bastard Review has 
a cohesive feeling of multiple 
voices rubbing up against one 
another, telling stories with 
similar themes. 

Maurice Blanchot addresses 
the problem of the unknow- 
ability of things both within and 
outside of a person in “The One 
Who Was Standing Apart From 
Me,” translated from the French 
by Lydia Davis. The narrator 
moves awkwardly and almost 
without sight through a house 
that represents his interior. He 
finds himself at different places 
in the house, places he remem- 
bers, with images he desires, yet 
he can never really place 
himself. A disjointed mundane 
conversation is carried on.with a 
- companion. When the narrator 
says he sees someone at the 
window, his companion replies, 
“The window?” and the narrator 
wonders if the other even knows 


what a window is. Language fails 
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sentimental desires of com- 
munication squeeze forth like 
the dripping of intravenous 
feeding. 

Octavio Paz writes in 
“Villaurrutia: Hieroglyphs of 
Desire” that “eroticism and 
death are as inseparable as day 
and night, waking and sleep.” 
Villaurrutia, a member of the 
early 20th century Mexican 
group of poets called the 
Contemporaneos, mixes the erotic 
with the paradoxical qualities of 
death. “I feel that here I’m living 
my death,” he writes. His 
language searches through a 
nighttime landscape with 
daunting touches and a heavy 
sense of the unreal or absent. 
But while his language doubts 
and questions, his imagery 
provides a solid balance of 


piercing sensuality and 
unproclaimed joy. 

The photographs “Dead 
Animals #487” and “Dead 


Animals #327,” by Richard 
Misrach, present death Cormac 
McCarthy style: A horse and cow 
lie dead on the ground nearly 
covered by blowing dust; their 
mouths gape open with their last 
struggle, making them almost 
seem still alive. They’re a stark 
reminder of that imminent last 
moment of presence that chills 
our present. @

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poetry, negates this. Nostalgia, 
according to Anbian, is an ideal- 
ized form of memory; idealism 
inevitably leads to disillusionment, 
which degenerates into cynicism. 
You can face the truth without 
being cynical or pessimistic, if you 
can accept contradiction as an inte- 
gral part of reality. 

Antinostalgia unflinchingly 
embraces contradiction. Occur- 
ring within a stanza, a line, or even 
a phrase, the contradictions accu- 
mulate into a multilayered and 
complex struggle. “Diary of a 
Death,” for example, with its 
images of fertility and procreation, 
acknowledges the constant pres- 
ence of death in life, the very ordi- 
nariness of what we consider 


_tragedy. In “Diary of a Death,” 


while accepting death as a func- 
tion of life, it seems that the poet 
is mourning for not just one death, 
but all deaths; not just one loss, but 
loss in general. 

Amplifying the universality of 
the works’ themes is the constant 
shift in tone. Anbian moves easily 
from the colloquial to the erotic 
to the intellectual, from the roman- 
tic to the ironic to the extremely 
self-deprecating. In Anbian’s irony, 
his sheer ability to mock himself, 
the serious and comic elements of 
the work are intertwined. Acerbic 
criticism of dominant culture and 
our complicity in it is turned into 
something we can almost sheep- 
ishly grin at: “I feel secure in your 
unfaithful/ markets, I am lover to 
your fattish bombs, I say hiroshi- 
ma/ as if it were the name of a pop- 
ular resort” (From “13 ways of look- 
ing at the 20th century”). The 
irony is directed at both the read- 
er and the poet. 

At the core of Antinostalgiais the 
conflict between I and we, between 
the personal and the collective. 
Although he explores his own his- 
tory, Anbian refuses to imprison 
his writing in his own world. For 
Anbian, it is not enough for the 
poet to talk only about himself. 
The individual 
needs the 
collective; 
it is the act 
of separa- 
tion from 
the collec- 
tive that 
makes the 
individual 
who he or 
she is. 
Although 
filled with 
people, vibrant 
details, and 
memories, 
Anbian’s poems 
dwell in soli- 
tude and in the 
constant para- 














doxes it pre- 
sents. 

Despite his 
concern with 


political themes, 

Anbian has no interest in being 
strident. Rather than restate the 
obvious, Anbian puts our fears in 
context. He doesn’t preach about 
the evils of war, but rather shows 
how deeply destruction and con- 
flict are embedded in our psyche. 


His allusions are subtle — but the 
experience of Anbian’s poetry does 
not depend on understanding 
them. Instead, they add resonance 
to what is already an accessible and 
human work,

HE FIRST literature of 

dystopia was a product 

of the modern indus- 

trial age and drew its 

power from society’s 

anxiety dreams about machines 
and the ideologies that controlled 
them. In our “post”-modern age, 
anxiety has found a new object, the 
media, with its vilified front end, 
commercial advertising. But it’s 
only recently — since the person- 
al computer revolution in the 
1980s and the spread of cable tele- 
vision — that fear of media and the 
torrent of stories it carries acquired 
its own literary presence: The new 
literature of dystopia isn’t really 
about the hardware — computers, 
television, per se — but about 
Information, the shape-shifting 
demiurge of our 
new age. The

glance, Marc Laid- 
law’s Kaliforniais the latest in a line 
of sci-fi or cyberpunk offerings that 
chart a portion of this virtual ter- 
rain. But the book is more of a cur- 
mudgeonly satire with a nostalgia 
for old tech that takes swipes at the 
star system, sitcoms, televangelists, 
and network control of the air- 


_wayes — all drearily present-day. 
Beneath an airbrushed surface 
bright with neologisms, Kalifornia 
is the sci-fi companion volume to 
Bill McKibben’s The Age of Missing 
Information. One demonizes cable 
TV, the other, proactively, a mass- 
market form of cheap virtual real- 
ity. 

In Kalifornia everyone is implant- 
ed with media receivers called 
polynerves. Television is inside you. 
Switch to a channel, and you feel 
what the program’s subject is feel- 
ing because you're literally on the 
same wavelength. The stars of the 
“wires” are the senders, the mass 
audiences are RO — receive-only. 
The members of Kalifornia’s 
Figueroa clan are a Partridge Fam- 
ily of the future, whose latest addi- 
tion is a baby girl. Kalifornia, or 
Kali, is the first child born with 
wires; and her supernal powers are 
the cornerstone in a plot for world 
domination. Of course. 

Thought control is bad, admit- 
tedly, but the wire conspiracy seems 
as non-scary an issue as subliminal 
advertising is today — like, it’s a 
foregone conclusion. The plot is 
really just an excuse for Laidlaw to 
kick out the jams as a writer: a fun- 
damentalist sect of old ladies on 
roller skates (the Holy Rollers), 
genetically engineered hybrids of

human and animal (Cornelius, the 
Sealman), flying cars (Jaguaeros), 
and hopeless slang (“tan” is cool) 
are some of the more-or-less fun 
products of his imagination. 
Laidlaw is a clever, energetic 
writer with a satirist’s grasp of pop 
culture’s wilder outreaches. But his 
writing always hovers between a sat- 
isfying excess and school-of—Mark 
Leyner: “Bad media lurked in his 
polynerves like an Alzheimer’s 
prion, waiting to crystallize” is a typ- 
ical sentence. If you love the idea 
of a whole book of this stuff, 
chances are you'll forgive a lot in 
Kalifornia. Good cyberpunk has a 
hacker’s edge to it; Kalifornia is 
strictly the cheese-food of the 
genre. It all depends on how hun- 


gry you are.

Century 21 
conjures a world 
where Goethe and 
Anna Karenina can 
have a dialogue

MAGINE A world in which 

Roman poet Sextus Proper- 

tius, Goethe, Maimonides, 

Djuna Barnes, Simone Weil, 

Osip Mandelstam, fictional 
character Anna Karenina, and 
other great intellects and writers 
are contemporaries and belong to 
the Institute for International Van- 
ity, where they meet to discuss and 
debate various issues. This is what 
Ewa Kuryluk, an acclaimed textile 
artist and art historian, has creat- 
ed in Century 21. 

A Pole living in Manhattan, 
Kuryluk has written poetry in Pol- 
ish, but this, her first novel, is in 
English. Though set in contempo- 
rary times, all of the above-men- 
tioned dead authors and philoso- 
phers happen to be around. In 
addition to them, Kuryluk is a char- 
acter — thinly disguised as Ann 
Kar, a Polish journalist. Also 
appearing is a Moon Scholar, born 
in 2988, who provides perspective 
on our civilization from a Lunar 
point of view. 

One of Kuryluk themes is repe- 
tition of situations and types 
throughout history. In fact, Man- 
delstam, analyzing the writing of 
Ann Kar, notes: “The way you 
repeat events, attribute them to dif- 
ferent people, appeals to me. The 
sense of déja vu provides cathar- 
sis.” 

There is action in the book; it’s 
not totally cerebral. Some of the 
characters fall in love, some die 
(again), but mainly this is a reflec- 
tive, poignant novel, during which 
Kuryluk, through her characters, 
addresses various topics. 

When Weil addresses the Insti- 
tute, the topic is feminism. She 
states: “I, Weil, wish to be neither 
a woman nor a female eunuch — 
worshipping a Sartre. I want to be 
a follower of Socrates, a Christian 
martyr, a medieval monk....” 

Writing about the invasion of 
Afghanistan, Kuryluk/Kar illus- 
trates her interest in contemporary 
politics. She reveals the horrible 
inhumanity of the Soviets in an 
interview with a 73-year-old Afghan 
painter, now a refugee in Pakistan. 

Among the most moving por- 
tions of Century 21 are descriptions 
of love affairs: Propertius’ with Hos- 
tia, a Roman courtesan, and with 
Bereniece, a queen of Egypt, both 
of whom die tragically; and Djuna 
Barnes’ with an architect named 


Myloslav, who gets involved with 
her though she’s dying of AIDS. 
Kuryluk, born in 1946, lived 
through brutal times in Poland. 
Here, she demonstrates her aware- 
ness of the tragic briefness of 
human life. After Barnes’ demise, 
Myloslav mourns: 


Every day it’s harder to bear her death... 
Oh, God’s bag of tricks! No end to them. 
Djuna said once I was a tiny toy boat 
meant to travel back and forth in a bot- 
tle of Beaujolais. Yet I have been thrown 
into the ocean, and now even the Pacif- 
ic seems too small for my sorrow. 


Kuryluk also does a good deal 
of erotic writing here, which is both 
passionate and sensitive. Whether 
dealing with sex or violence, her 
work is explicit and visceral. 

There’s humor here, too, some 
deriving from the incongruity of 


ancient and medieval writers and - 


scholars in modern settings. Prop- 
ertius, the Roman poet, refers to 
someone as “a mix of Sylvia Plath 
and a queen worried about 
menopause.” Jealousy and com- 
petitiveness provide laughs as well, 
as when Maimonides badmouths 
the modern philosopher Wittgen- 
stein for not citing his influences: 
“Ludwig never gave credit to any- 
body.” 

Kuryluk’s richly poetic prose 
should be the envy of most native 
English writers. She has produced 
one of the more unique and 
provocative novels in recent years.

N THE FIRST page of 
Elspeth Barker’s des- 
olately gorgeous first 
novel, we learn that 
our heroine, the 
awkward, sarcastic, passionate 
young Janet, is doomed. Singled 
out by a seemingly random act of 
violence, she will not live past 16. 
Like her life, O Caledonia is 
short. But there is such a crush of 
people and incidents, and Janet’s 
character is so full-fledged, that her 
life falls short only in terms of quan- 
tity. Its quality — a lived, near-fanat- 
ical intensity — overwhelms. When 
Janet rides her horse, she comes 
back late, in the dark, because the 
horse knows the way. Similarly, 
Janet knows the way she feels; she 
attempts to heave back upon her

family in struggling counterthrusts 
some measure of what they impose 
on her. If they will drag her 40 
miles to the dentist, she will say 
nothing when her little sister falls 
out of the back of the car. Asked 
“Where is Lulu?” Janet replies, 
“She got out,” and vomits “might- 
ily.” 

Of course, an adolescent can- 
not really win against a powerful 
pack of elders who are variously 
cold, pretentious, and violent. 
This is what makes Janet’s story 
— so often droll in its details — 
ultimately a tragic one. She both- 
ers people — she pesters, refus- 
es, insists; she reads when they 
play tennis, rides when they play 
parlor games, prefers the wildlife 
and her pets (and her father’s 
mad cousin-in-law) to her imme- 
diate family. The dismay she 
engenders is so acute that after 
she is murdered, her parents 
decide interring her in their own 
official cemetery plot would leave 
her, as in life, a little too close by. 
They choose the less-respectable 
village churchyard, next to a 
tombstone that reads Chewing 
gum, chewing gum sent me to my 
grave/ My mother told me not to, but 
I disobeyed. 

It’s a wonderful and typical 
highlight of Barker’s thoroughly 
worked-out storytelling that this 
girl’s parents don’t want her 
around even after she’s dead. 

Given the bleak, twisted setting 
she is confined to, everything 
about Janet is controversial. Her 
hair springs out wild and untam- 
able; her disgust 
for adult arrange- 
ments (on learning 
the “facts of life”: 
“What a disgrace”) 
is so sharp that she 
looks forward to 
death, her sympathy 
for animals so 
intense that at dinner 
she disgorges bites of 
rabbit into her nap- 
kin. We dote upon 
Janet with the same 
instinct that makes her 
parents push her away 
and her future mur- 
derer fix on her as a vic- 
tim. 

The setting of O Cale- 
donia is northeast Scot- 
land, where the events of 
Macbeth were played out, 
and where Sawney Bean’s 
tribe, former servants 
turned cannibalistic brig- 
ands, once flourished (“the 
babies cut their teeth on 


ly dramatic setting rein- 
forces all that’s implied in 
the laconic epigram from Sir 
Walter Scott: “O Caledonia! 
stern and wild,/ Meet nurse for 
a poetic child!” In drawing up by 
the roots this tersely grand tragi- 
comedy, Elspeth Barker has 
achieved a work that will be long 
remembered: a classic of insur- 
gent girlhood, seen from a fully 
ripe, fully mischievous, yet always 
tragically aware adult perspective.

entries come from women in 14 
countries in North America, Africa, 
Latin America, and Europe, con- 
tacted through AIDS newsletters 
and international service organi- 
zations. Their stories come not 
only in essay form, but through 
interviews, poetry, drawings, and 
photographs. The women are rich, 
poor, educated, uneducated, 
straight, bisexual, lesbian, married, 
unmarried, childless, mothers, and 
some of them are, or were, injec- 
tion-drug users or sex-trade work- 
ers. The variety of styles and 
imagery lets each woman tell her 
own story in her own way. 
Although women from all walks 
of life have contributed to the 
book, we see worldwide realities 
for HIV-positive women as much 
by what is absent as by what is 
included. Only about one-fourth 
of the contributions come from 
non-Western countries, and none 
from Asia. The lack of representa- 
tion by Third World women points 
to their barriers: inadequate AIDS 
infrastructure, illiteracy, the need 
for anonymity/fear of discrimina- 
tion, and “the question of whether 
women identify strongly as HIV- 
positive when they are living amidst 
other oppressions such as poverty, 
war, apartheid, etc.” Still, one’ 
comes away wishing that the book 
had been either more truly inter- 
national or less broad in scope. 
On the other hand, Positively 
Women, edited by Sue O’Sullivan 
and Kate Thomson, started from 
a narrow perspective — all of the 
women included in the book are 
involved in a London support 
group of the same name. But, 
because of immigration into 
London, the women come 
from all over Western 
Europe, the United States, 
and Africa. Thomson is HIV- 
positive herself and one of 
the founding members of 
the Positively Women 
group. In most cases, the 
women in the book didn’t 
contribute their own 
work; instead the editors 
interviewed them and 
then wrote a profile from 
the transcript. This tech- 
nique makes for a more 
homogeneous, yet bet- 
ter-written book than 
Positive Women. Every 
essay follows basically 
the same format: the 
woman’s background, 
how she believes she 
contracted HIV, how 
she dealt with the 
news, and how she 
deals with it now. 
These women, too, 
come from almost 
every different back- 
ground and 
lifestyle possible. 
Besides the profiles of HIV-pos- 
itive women, Positively Women has 
additional sections based on inter- 
views with people involved in AIDS- 
related work. These include doc- 
tors, alternative health practition- 
ers, an AIDS housing advocate, a 
legal worker, a midwife, a drug 
counselor, and Positively Women 
staffers. A handbook section pro- 
vides an AIDS resource guide. 
Both Positive Women and Posi- 
tively Women serve as valuable addi- 
tions to the male-centered AIDS 


book genre. They explode the 
deadly myth that women don’t get 
AIDS — indisputably proving that 
women from all over the world can 
and do acquire HIV. They empow- 
er HIV-positive women through the 
sharing and claiming of acommon 
experience, while highlighting the 
differences between First and 
Third World women.

N Faces at the Bottom of the Well, 

Derrick Bell tackles an 

extremely loaded subject — 

the concrete aspects of which 

are difficult to pinpoint. The 
surprise is that he does the job so 
well. He has written a book that is 
an easy read — easy in terms of lan- 
guage and style, not easy in terms 
of how it goes down. 

Weaving in history and current 
events, Bell tells nine allegorical 
tales that address racism in Amer- 
ica. Through the telling of stories 
he undresses the myths that cover 
the reality of American racism and 
how it translates from overt to 
covert public policy and affects our 
daily lives. He makes it clear that 
racism is not a problem for only 
black people. 

Bell has walked the walk. In 
1959 he resigned from his first job 
out of law school in the Civil Rights 
Division at the Department of Jus- 
tice after being told that his 
NAACP membership was a “con- 
flict of interest.” He then worked 
for the NAACP Legal Defense and 
Education Fund. He was arrested 
and jailed for refusing to leave the 
whites-only waiting room of a Jack- 
son, Miss., train station. He 
resigned as the dean of the Uni- 
versity of Oregon law school after 
the faculty directed him not to 


extend a job offer to a female Asian 
American candidate. He was Har- 
vard University’s first black tenured 
law professor and took a leave of 
absence to support law student 
efforts to gain more ethnic and 
gender faculty diversity. Harvard 
dismissed him based on a two-year 
limit on leaves, despite an appeal 
that his leave was for “reasons of 
conscience.” 

These experiences have left Bell 
with a deeper understanding of 
affirmative action policies. In the 
book, he details how they have 
helped whites as well as blacks by 
eliminating class-based entrance 
requirements and instituting wide- 
spread advertising of jobs. He goes 
on to point out that the “them- 
against-us” attitude so prevalent in 
these hard economic times is pro- 
pelling many whites to push for an 
end to these policies. 

The nine stories in Faces at the 
Bottom of the Well are engaging. I 
often thought I knew where events 
were leading and was surprised at 
a sudden twist in the story line. In 
“The Afrolantica Awakening,” a 
land mass rises off the coast of 
South Carolina. Exploration par- 
ties find that whites and people of 
color who are not African Ameri- 
can have trouble breathing there 
because the air pressure is twice 
what it is at the ocean floor. One 
explorer reports “it was like trying 
to breathe under the burdens of 
all the world.” African American 
explorers reported that “it was an 
invigorating experience of height- 
ened self-esteem, of liberation, of 
waking up ... they felt free.” African 
Americans pool their resources 
and work together to gather items 
needed for emigration. Even those 
who decide not to emigrate sup- 
port those who want to. As their 
ships approach “Afrolantica,” the 
island sinks back into the ocean. 
Its potential inhabitants were left 
not with the sense of despair I 
would have expected, but with a 
sense of self-esteem and personal 
liberation that they’d never had 
before. 

“Space Traders” is the most chill- 
ing story, yet was the most enjoy- 
able read. Bell masterfully weaves 
the workings of government, big 
business, the religious right, and 
special-interest groups together to 
show the part each plays in the 
decision-making and planning 
around the trade. At the same time 
he is showing how these powers 
work together in planning the 
course of this country in everyday 
reality. Surprisingly, there is humor 
in this chilling tale as a quartet of 
popular televangelists preach a 
“rap” sermon. 

In “The Rules of Racial Stand- 
ing,” Bell tackles the controversy 
surrounding Louis Farrakhan of 
the Nation of Islam. He points out 
that black people are always being 
asked by white people to take a 
stand on Farrakhan’s statements: 
“The real paradox here is that 
while whites fear spokespersons 
like Minister Farrakhan, the risk 
posed by the Farrakhans in this 
country is as nothing compared 
with the risks to all arising from the 
conditions against which those Far- 
rakhans rail in uncompromising 
terms.” 

The statement above is made by 
Geneva Crenshaw, a character 


from Bell’s previous book, And We 
Are Not Saved. She’s a 1960s civil- 
rights attorney with gray dreadlocks 
and blue-black skin. Geneva turns 
up again and again in the book to 
have discussions with Bell that 
often turn into heated debates. She 
“writes” several of the tales and is 
author of the “Rules of Racial 
Standing” that blast several sacred 
cows. For example, the rule that 
prompts a heated discussion on 
Farrakhan deals with black self-crit- 
icism and white encouragement of 
it. This Same rule treads on very 
thin ice and Geneva’s last nerve 
when Bell points a finger at black 
female authors who write books 
about bad treatment by black men, 
but don’t about the frustration of 
constantly having to cope with 
racism that breeds such behavior. 

“The Racial Preference Licens- 
ing Act” does an impeccable job of 
clearly outlining the undercover 
nature of discrimination in hiring 
practices, housing, and business

establishments. Establishments that 
pay a fee to the federal government 
and designate exactly who they 
want to discriminate against, then 
display their license and stick to 
their guns. “Licenses were not avail- 
able to those who, for example, 
might hire or rent to one token 
black and then discriminate against 
other applicants, using the license 
as a shield against discrimination 
suits.” The license fees are placed 
in an “equality fund” that under- 
writes black businesses, offers no- 
interest mortgage loans for black 
home buyers, and provides schol- 
arships for black students’ college 
and vocational education. 
Although some of the details of 
each story may seem ludicrous or 
grim, the book’s value lies in the 
uncovering of layers of illusion 
around race and racism. The social, 
economic, and political system that 
we call America was built on slay- 
ery. This system depended on the 
subordination of an “other.” Slay- 
ery, Jim Crow laws, separate-but- 
equal education laws are officially 
defunct, but the subordination of 
an “other” still lives on in Ameri- 
can society. As Derrick Bell states

HE BIGGEST RAP against 

Ring Lardner in his 

own lifetime was that 

he wasn’t able to 

expand his dazzling lit- 
tle miniature baseball fictions into 
novels. I’m not sure that’s a fair 
criticism — the related pieces that 
constitute You Know Me, Al might 
be a more modern kind of novel 
than anyone in the 1920s was pre- 
pared to recognize — but if there 
is another level to take comic base- 
ball fiction to, Kevin Baker has 
found it in Sometimes You See It Com- 
ing. 

Sometimes You See It Comingranks 
with Jane Leavy’s sadly underrat- 
ed Squeeze Play as the best baseball 
fiction in the last couple of 
decades, as satisfying in its own way 
but less self-consciously myth-mon- 
gering than W.P. Kinsella’s work. 
Kevin Baker, a first-time novelist 
who lives in New York, has fash- 
ioned a fictional memoir of one 
John Barr of the Mets, “Tall and 
lean, hawk-faced and loose-footed, 
looking every inch the ideal, baggy- 
uniformed ballplayer of the thir- 
ties that still bedeviled their [writ- 
ers’ and fans’] psyches.” Barr is the 
greatest player of his time — now 
— and possibly of all time (though 
it stretches credulity to give even a 
fictional Met seven batting titles, 
which is seven more than the Mets 
have won in the three decades of 
their existence), and, being a tac- 
iturn, backwoods New Englander, 
he makes no attempt to explain 
himself. The task then is left to 


those around him who know him 
best: Rapid Ricky Falls, the lead-off 
man who owes about half his runs 
scored to Barr’s custom-made 
black bats, and Ellie Jay, graying a 
bit at the temples but still “the 
Queen of sportswriters.” When 
Baker needs more of a subjective 
voice, he switches to “color com- 
mentary.” Joyce, if he had known 
baseball, would have chuckled. 

Ring Lardner, who knew Joyce 
and baseball, might also. I don’t 
know if Baker set out to revive the 
Lardner tradition in modern 
terms, but he often shares the mas- 
ter’s ear for dialogue (though 
Lardner would not have made the 
mistake of using battin’for batting 
— pitchin’ maybe, but never bat- 
lin’). 

And he knows the game well 
enough to squeeze out at least a 
laugh a page by turning clichés on 
their heads: “It was another code 
word. When you hear somebody 
talk about a complete ballplayer, 
what they mean is a white boy who 
slaps singles into the opposite field 
and keeps his mouth shut.” And: 
“Other people thought Stillwater 
was on drugs, but we assured ’em 
he was just stupid.” And: “T love just 
comin’ to the ballpark, Swiz. I love 
to run in the outfield. Hell, I love 
to go out there an’ smell the grass 
sometimes.” “Yeah, it smells nice. 
Even when it’s real.” He’s even got 
the rhythms of the press box right, 
particularly a Dick Youngish hack 
— known to the players as “Dick- 
head” — Barry Busby, who keeps 
muttering about how the game has 
gone to hell. “’S the union,” he 
slurs, identifying one of the cul- 
prits, “the goddamned players

union.” I don’t know where Baker 
learned his smarts, but he knows 
the writers as well as the ballplay- 
ers, one of whom is loved by the 
beat reporters because “he was the 
only guy in the clubhouse who 
could make ’em think they asked 
a tough question.” 

Sometimes You See It Comings lark 
enough for those who don’t know 
how to decipher a box score, but 
for those who know the game it’s 
more gravid with signifiers than 
The Name of the Rose. In pursuit of 
the enigma of John Barr, the true 
fan will see references to a couple 
dozen baseball myths, from the 
murder of Ty Cobb’s father to the 
Miracle Mets’ “Shoe Polish” victo- 
ry to the final plane ride of Rober- 
to Clemente. It’s a book only a 
sportswriter could dislike.

HE UNSUSPECTING read- 

er might think that 

Gates is a simple biog- 

raphy of Bill Gates, 

chairman of MicroSoft 
Corporation, an industrious chap 
who got in on the ground floor of 
the personal-computer industry 
and rode that rocket so far and so 
fast that he is now, at $7 billion and 
counting but only 37 years old, the 
richest man in America. 

The unsuspecting reader would 
be wrong. Bill Gates, it turns out, 
is immense, larger than life, a truly 
great man at a historic crossroads; 
nay, virtually a demigod. Every- 
thing about him is outsized, super- 
natural, stupendous. Lots of peo- 
ple can jump, but only Gates has 
“legendary jumping ability.” You 
may have banged up Dad’s old 
Buick in high school, but when 
Gates undergoes a similar misad- 
venture, the cause was a “legendary 
brake failure.” 

_ Many of us have been laboring 
under the mistaken impression 
that computer programmers are 
unassuming fellows, beavering 
away in a language incomprehen- 
sible to outsiders. A lot like bad lit- 
erary critics, in fact. Thankfully, 
the authors disabuse us of this 
notion. Gates and friends are “mav- 
ericks,” “rugged individualists” and 
“gurus.” Not to mention “digital 
Mozarts,” “visionaries” and “genius- 
es.” Gates, of course, is the pre- 
eminent genius, but he is equally 
capable of transmogrifying him- 
self at the drop of a stock option 
into a “warlord.” A ferocious 
demeanor is necessary, for it turns 
out that MicroSoft is not just anoth- 
er large corporation, but an “out- 
law band” populated by “fuck-you 
rock’n’rollers.” 

What with all the geniuses, may- 
ericks, and warlords toddling about 
the landscape, the dazed reader 
might suspect that Renaissance Flo- 
rence has washed up in Tomb- 
stone, Ariz., with a mobster or two 
thrown in for good measure. How- 
ever, the reader would be advised 
not to admit any feelings of igno- 
rance, for it turns out that Gates 
has another, even more awesome 
power: He can damn. “You were 
either golden or fucked, a god or 
a waste. Once you'd fallen from 
favor, you weren’t smart, you had 


lost, you were not a contender — 
worst of all, you were dumb.” 

Once in a while Messrs. Manes 
and Andrews slip up and sneak in 
an anecdote that almost suggests 
their hero is human. A youthful 
bout of colitis leaves Gates with a 
fear of colon cancer; he laments 
the accidental death of a teenage 
companion; a breakup with a long- 
time girlfriend leaves him momen- 
tarily saddened. Indeed, there is 
something pathetic about a man 
whose obsession with 80-hour work- 
weeks leads to wrecked relation- 
ships. 

Such touching interludes mere- 
ly allow the reader to catch a 
breath, then it’s back on the epic 
treadmill. Doubtless some cynics 
will decry the authors’ casual atti- 
tude toward the English language 
as the first step on a slippery slope 
that leads to calling nuclear mis- 
siles Peacekeepers. Others will simply 
say that Gates’ overblown rhetoric 
betrays the creeping insecurity of 
its target audience, which is pretty 
much young, white, male, and well- 
educated. Stuff and nonsense! In 
the land where cash is king, seven 
billion smackers makes you an 
automatic legend/genius/warlord. 
Gates is the sort of book that brooks 
no criticism except from million- 
aires.

James Miller paints 
Michel Foucault 
with a rumor 


THE PASSION OF MICHEL

HE INSPIRATION for this 

book, writes James 

Miller, began with the 

following rumor: 

“Knowing that he was 
dying of AIDS, Michel Foucault in 
1983 had gone to gay bathhouses 
in America, and deliberately tried 
to infect other people with the dis- 
ease.” Though Miller withdraws the 
rumor in almost the same breath, 
telling the reader that he now 
believes it “to be essentially false,” 
a pall is nonetheless cast over this 
otherwise intriguing biography of 
the French philosopher, who suc- 
cumbed in 1984 to AIDS-related 
illnesses. 

Arumor is by its nature uncon- 
trollable, impossible to contain. 
Though Miller demonstrates his 
partial sensitivity to this by includ- 
ing it in a postscript, the contro- 
versy surrounding his biography 
has predictably fastened onto this 
sensational piece of gossip. 


Inevitably, it has taken on a life of 
its own. Recently, after a panel dis- 
cussion of this book, I was party to 
a conversation in which ghoulish 
quips about Foucault as “mass-mur- 
derer” were bandied about. This 
was entirely in keeping with the 
tone of the discussion, in which the 
“fascist” implications of his think- 
ing were repeatedly stressed. 

Miller’s book is no crude hatch- 
et job; far from it. It offers a large- 
ly sympathetic account of its sub- 
ject and does a compelling job of 
weaving together his intellectual 
development and, for instance, his 
involvement with the French far 
left following the student revolu- 
tions of 1968. A lengthy section of 
the book is devoted to Foucault’s 
“California period,” during which 
he dropped acid in Death Valley 
and discovered the sado-masochis- 
tic scene in San Francisco. While 
this later material is fascinating, it 
does not seem to shed the kind of 
light on Foucault’s writings of this 
period that Miller wants it to. 
Therein lies the problem of his 
approach. Given the fact that, as 
he also admits in his postscript, he 
knew very little about Foucault 
before learning of this rumor, one 
has to wonder about Mr. Miller’s 
motives. His book does a disservice 
to its subject by reading his life 
backward, in the manner of a bad 
existentialist novel, from the man- 
ner of his dying. In doing so, it 
offers further ammunition to those 
eager to purge yet another foreign 
body from the corpus of American 
academia.

T OFTEN SEEMS that mention- 
ing the Black Panther Party 
or someone connected with 
it brings out biased images 
in Americans of all political 
stripes — even progressives. This 
reality I witnessed vividly during a 
recent meeting of a local labor 
organization during which one 
member opposed the group’s 
endorsement of an upcoming pro- 


gram for David Hilliard’s book This 
Side of Glory. Fortunately, several 
members set him straight when he 
blurted out the rationale for his 
opposition: “We don’t want our 
members thinking we support vio- 
lent groups and individuals.” - 
It is the prevalence of false 
images such as these that motivat- 
ed David Hilliard, former Black 
Panther Party chief of staff and cur- 
rent labor union organizer for

State Employees International 
Union Local 790, to begin work on 
Glory. A gathering of former Pan- 
thers and supporters following 
Huey Newton’s funeral in 1989 was 
the catalyst for Hilliard to finish 
this book, which he says he began 
writing 20 years ago. 

Hilliard’s 450-page narrative 
explains why he did not finish soon- 
er. In more ways than one, the 
stresses of struggling for justice, 
equality, freedom, and other rights 
all Americans are supposed to 
enjoy are bound to take a heavy toll 
on any individual, as well as his fam- 
ily and friends. These stresses 
stemmed from external factors like 
government interference and sab- 
otage, media character assassina- 
tion, and misinformation, and 
internal factors including drug and 
alcohol abuse. The consequences 
included the breakdown of the 
Panthers’ political programs, which 
for several years addressed police 
brutality, inadequate health care 
and child care, legal assistance — 
all of which were so popular and 
successful they were eventually 
taken over by the government. 
When the Panthers disbanded, the 
public’s mindset that the Black 
Panthers were a group of violent 
individuals who often used drugs 
just solidified. 

Never was the latter better illus- 
trated than in 1989 after Huey 
Newton’s violent death, which was 
followed by media attacks about his 
drug addiction. Hilliard respond- 
ed to such attacks in his eulogy of 
Newton (printed in Glory): “Huey’s 
problem with chemical depen- 
dency represents all our weaknesses 
here in America. To focus on his 
chemical dependency really 
doesn’t allow us to see him in the 
proper context. I personally am no 
different from Huey. The only 
thing that separated me from him 
was the fact that I was in an Alco- 
holics Anonymous fellowship. We 
should move to try to do interven- 
tion in our own loved ones’ lives so 
we don’t continue to lose our loved 
ones and even our race by this new

OR SOME YEARS now, 
Fredric Jameson has 
been America’s most 
prominent and influen- 
tial heir to the Critical 
Theory first charted by the Frank- 
furt School — although, unlike 
T.W. Adorno, Jameson does, in 
fact, like jazz. Increasingly 
informed in recent years by the 
poststructuralisms of Paris, Jame- 
son’s own particular strain of cul- 
ture critique oscillates between 
melancholy Marxism and a some- 
times repressed, sometimes unfet- 
tered jouissance, resulting in the 
hyperkinetic sentence construction 
he is notorious for. Therein lies the 
masochistic pleasure of his work: 
he does not simply “read” a text — 
he interrogates it ruthlessly. He 
does not accumulate so many rei- 
fied interpretations — he engages 
in textual “interventions” of Home- 
ric sweep. 
As Jameson soldiers on in tire- 
less productivity, his influence con- 
tinues to spread even as it remains 


vastly undervalued. Critics from the 
left admonish him for lack of suf- 
ficient “orthodoxy,” or, in the case 
of his essays on architecture, for 
“ignoring” the social realities of the 
inner city. At the same time, fash- 
ionable high theory has relegated 
his “materialist” project, with all of 
its attendant “totalizing” longings, 
to something of an embarrassment.

The rest of the book’s essays exam- 
ine Soviet Magical Realism, 
Godard’s Passion, Yang’s Terrorizer, 
and Tahimik’s The Perfumed Night- 
mare, situating them, albeit in a less 
systemic manner, at various stages 
of development within the world 
system. Colin McCabe, a significant 
film critic in his own right, provides 
an excellent preface, in which he 
unpacks Jameson’s key theoretical 
ideas for the uninitiated. This is an 
important, ground-breaking work.

FAST SOFA. By Bruce Craven. 
William Morrow/Quill, 
331 pages, $15.

IKE THOSE old issues of 
Mad Magazine you col- 
lected as a kid, Bruce 
Craven’s Fast Sofa comes 
with a record inside. 
Not a CD — that would be vulgar 
— but a shiny red piece of vinyl 


with a couple of Flesh Eaters songs 
(“Woman Hell” and “Cemetery 
Without Crosses”) on it. The 
novel’s cover even sports a 
“Parental Advisory Explicit Lyrics” 
warning. 


It’s a great 

gimmick for Fast Sofa, which has 

the hyper rhythms of a speed metal 

song. Trouble is, the book’s just 

about as meaningful. By the time 

I was done with it, I wondered if I'd 
see satanic messages if I read it 
backward. 

Which isn’t to say it’s bad. 
Strewn with bits of pop culture like 
game shows, porn stars, and chili 
burgers, it’s a great trash read for 
the under-35 set. 

With its young, listless, and L.A.- 
based characters and action-movie 
pace, you could look at Fast Sofa as 
the bastard offspring of Douglas 
Coupland and William Gibson. But 
Craven shows us a different kind 
of “twentysomething.” While Coup- 
land’s characters are introspective 
to a fault, Rick Jeffers, hero of Fast 
Sofa, is as clear and shallow as a 
saucer of vodka. 

Rick — recently unemployed; 

robbed of his stereo, metal albums 
(though the squid left his hardcore 
albums alone), and his drugs; 
kicked out of his apartment; and 
on the outs with his sensitive way- 
hone Tamara — takes to the road 
in his ’71 Buick Skylark to roadtrip 
his blues away and catch another 
taste of coked-out porn star Gin- 
ger Quail. What he finds on the 
road is not Nirvana, but a hermit- 
like hitchhiker whom he takes 
under his wing for some crucial 
education. 

Education in the philosophy of 
Rick: “Being cool’s the law. Having 
fun’s the law. Not getting bored is 
the law.” 

Meanwhile, back at home, 
Rick’s best friend Jack is finally con- 
summating his longtime crush on 
Tamara, who’s getting tired of wait- 
ing tables to finance her acting 
career. 

Craven draws Tamara with a del- 
icate brush: 


God, the rustle of hot water reminded 
her how good it usually felt to get up in 
the morning. Mornings not like this 
one. Mornings when she would slip into 
her kimono and whisper secrets to Mr. 
Coffee, snap the rubber band off the Los

forgetting a canteloupe to go with her

Misrach may have uncovered 
issues that are screaming for atten- 
tion, but he isn’t a shock-jock pho- 
tojournalist: As with his beautiful 
landscapes in Desert Cantos, Misrach 
approaches these new subjects with 
an eye experienced in shaping com- 
position and light. Even the dead 
animals, decaying in stagnant pools 
next to Jim Beam bottles and beer 
cans, are treated with a reverence 
like that which Ansel Adams gave 
his beloved Yosemite. It’s an irony 
many contemporary landscape pho- 
tographers choose (are forced?) to 
deal with — the dichotomy of good 
and evil in the modern world. “I’ve 
come to believe that beauty can be 
avery powerful conveyor of difficult 
ideas,” Misrach explains in the inter- 
view that concludes the book. “It 
engages people when they might 
otherwise look away.” 

And so, despite all the horror, the 
images in Violent Legacies truly are 
works of lasting beauty. Because of 
this, we’re drawn deeper into the 
subjects than we would be by an ordi 
nary newspaper photograph. We 
stare, and we wonder. And then, Mis- 
rach hopes, we act.@

By depriving the DJ of his primary medium, the argument goes, 
this shift away from vinyl could not only prevent new acts from 
breaking in the underground but also help kill the art of DJ-ing. 
There were few surprises in the reactions from the DJs.

FALLING DOWN A vigilante flick for the think- 
piece set, Joel Schumacher's great-look- 
ing, crowdyousing Falling Down defies expec- 
tations and complicates audience reactions. 
Michael Douglas — as the incongruously 
shirt-and-tied D-FENS (the name on his 
vanity plate) — commits the L.A. unthink- 
able: He abandons his car (and his self- 
control) during a rush-hour backup. Wan- 
dering through L.A.'s thicket of signs — “Will 
work for food” placards, suntan lotion bill 
boards, and Robbie Conal posters — D-FENS’ 
on-foot odyssey mirrors humanity's decline. 
Like a roving, heat-packing talk-show host, 
Douglas’ performance offers less a dis- 
cernable character than a wandering dis- 
course on contemporary ills: drive-by shoot- 
ings and convenience store lootings sprout 
in his wake. Schumacher's best work by 
far (though, for Douglas, not quite the gem 
that Basic Instinct was), Falling Down evokes 
Cheever's The Swimmer, J.G. Ballard's urban 
apocalypses, and — via Robert Duvall’s retire- 
ment-ready police detective — It's a Mad 
Mad Mad Mad World. Part flag-stomping 
indictment, part right-wing reaction, Falling 
Down posits social entropy as entertainment, 
and exposes the multicultural tapestry as 
a louse-infested rag.

SOMETHING WITHIN ME Director Emma 
Joan Morris’ 1992 film is about the unique 
curriculum at St. Augustine's School of the 
Arts in the South Bronx. Here, rigorous musi- 
cal training is mandatory, but instead of admit- 
ting people based on music talent, and with- 
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Something Within Me is a heartwarming film which reminds us there 
is creative spirit in everyone. Shot in the South Bronx at St. Augustine's 
School of the Arts, the story recognizes the school’s unique curriculum, 
where rigorous musical training is mandatory. The school neither admits 
on the basis of musical talent, nor intends to turn out professional musi- 
cians. Instead the remarkably dedicated teachers use musical theory 
and performance to initiate various responses from the students 

The film's optimism is a welcome relief from the onslaught of bad 
publicity detailing the current state of city schools. Without suggesting 
that the situation is any better than it is, Morris reminds us that there is 
still hope.

Is it my imagination, or 
are super-low-budget 
features becoming chic? 
Columbia Pictures is 
pretty pleased with its

Mariachi, completed for 
only $7,000 by 24-year- 
old Austin writer-direc- 
tor Robert Rodriguez. It’s 
a great success story 
(Rodriguez got a two- 
year writing-directing 
deal, and his film’s get- 
ting national distribu- 
tion), but beyond that, E/ Mariachi's a solid, entertaining piece of work. Greenhorn mari- 
achi Carlos Gallardo (Rodriguez's childhood pal and collaborator) arrives in a Mexican 
border town dressed in black and carrying a guitar case — the same look distinguish- 
ing an assassin who's also just arrived to liquidate the local drug kingpin. It's a com- 
ing-of-age story for the virtuous mariachi, who gets in Jerry Lewis-style situations yet 
handles them a la Chuck Norris. Rodriguez makes great comedy out of cheap effects like 
quick zooms and fast-motion filming, but he’s got the sense to know his limits. A

LOVE FIELD Director Jonathan Kaplan's story 
of the awakening of a 60s Souther house- 
wife stars Michelle Pfeiffer as a platinum- 
blonde, gum-chewing woman who overi- 
dentifies with Jackie Kennedy. Obsessed 
with the the presidential couple, she prefers 
to keep a scrapbook of their lives rather than 
deal with her own. In fact, Pfeiffer's own 
life begins only after JFK is assassinated and 
she makes it her mission to attend the funer- 
al. Along the way she meets fellow Greyhound 
traveler Dennis Haysbert, a mysterious African 
American man who may or may not be who. 
he claims he is, and a little gir who may or 
may not be the man's daughter. Pfeiffer’s 
excessive matemal interest in the child soon 
forces the trio into a chaotic sequence of 
events. The film observes interesting themes 
(racial tensions, interracial romance, trust, 
and honesty), and Haysbert is charismatic, 
attractive, and engaging, but Pfeiffer’s por 
trayal of a woman on the verge of getting a 
life is flat and uninteresting.
